Adopted. 

Railroad Lands Forfeited.

OBERLY SAYS IT is HARD TO FIND ONE 
IN THE CHICAGO POST-OFFICE. 


Bat When Their Places Are Wanted There 
Is No Difficulty in Making a Warm 
. Berth fer Some Shivering Democrat 
Who Has Long Been Out in the Cold— 
Secretary Bayard Tells of the Action 
Taken to Protect the Rights of Ameri- 


— gan Fishermen. 


Wasuineros, D. C., July 24.—(Speciai,|— 
This afternoon's mail brought @ reply to the 
letter of inquiry sent by the Civil-Service Com- 
mission to the Chicago Board of Examiners. It 
was too late for Commissioner Oberly to ex- 
amine itfurther than to ascertain that the 
names of all the post-office employés dismissed 
by Wilbanks were given, with allegéd reasons 
for the action. There was an explanation 
Which dodged thé issue, but the communica- 
tion contained all the information demanded, 
and the commission will now be able to see 
how much foundation there is for the com- 
plaint. of the Civil-Service League. Mr. 
Oberly saye one thing is apparent, and 
that is that it ie bard to find a Republican in 
the post-office. They all claini, he says, to be 
Democrats. This does not seem to affect the 


question of their dismissal, bowever, when 
their places are wanted for “sure enough” 


Democrats, who have rendered services to the 
party, and who can be usetu! in the fall cam- 
palgu. It is thought that after further search- 
ing the commission will be able to find at least 
two Republicans, so that the Chicago board’s 
membership can be increased trom three to 
five.

The Seizure of American Vessels by Canada. 

The President today transmitted to the Sen- 
ate a report from Secretary Bayard, made in 
compliance with the Senate resolution respect- 
ing the seizure of American fishing vessels. 
The Secretary writes: 

Instantly upon receiving authentic information 
of the alleged seizure, from the owners of the 
vessels or their agents, or from the consular of- 
ficers of the United States in Canada, this de- 
partment gave instructions tothe consular offi- 
cers to make full and complete investigation of the 
facts in each case, and, wherever an 
infraction of treaty rights or of commercial rights 
and privileges of eitizens of thé United States 
appeared to have occurred, representation was 
promptly made to her Britannic Majesty's Minis- 
ter at this Capital calling for redress, and notifi- 
cation given of demand for compensation for all 
loss and imjury to the vessels in question and 
their owners. in order promptly to assert and 
maintain the rights of our citizens and 
our international rights under conventions, 
and by the law of nations which might 
be brought in question by these proceedings and 
by the action of the Canadian Government the 
professional services of two gentlemen learned 
in the law—Mr. George W. Biddle of the City of 
Philadelphia and Mr. William L. Putnam of the 
Cith of Portland, Me.—were retained by the Ex- 
ecutive, and since the 20th of May last these gen- 
tlemen have bestowed their careful consideration 
upon the circumstances and the law in connection 
therewith in each case. Proceedings have been 
commenced in the Vice-Admiralty Court at 
Halifax, N. S., in the name of her Majesty, the 
Queen, as plaintiff, against the schooner David J. 
Adams and the schooner Ella M. Doughty, in 
both of which cases the complaintis substantially 
the same. Copy is hereunto appended of the 
complaint, signed bythe Solicitor for the Attor- 
ney-General ofthe Dominion of Canuda against 
the Ella M. Doughty, which sets forth at length 
the alleged grounds for the seizure and detention 
of that vessel. Concurrent with these events 
correspondence has begun and is still proceeding 
between this department and the British Minis- 
ter at this Capital, and also between the Minister 
of the United States in Londen and the Foreign 
Office of her Britannic Majesty's Government, to 
obtain suitable recognition and enforcement of 
our rights under the treaty and international law 
and the laws and commercial usages of both 
countries, Which are brought in question by the 
action of the Canadian authorities in making 
seizures and detention of the American fishing- 
vessels hereinbefore described. It is believed 
that the correspondence must soon terminate in 
an amicable settlement mutually just and 
honorable and therefore satisfactory to both 
countries and their inhabitants. The under- 
signed is unable to recommend the President to 
communicate its contents in its present incom- 
plete state, believing that to do so would not be 
compatible with the public interests as connected 
with the transactions referred to. 


There are two inclosures. The first merely 
gives in tabular form the names of the vesseis 
seized and detained, the date, amount of bat 
or fine, or length of detention. The other is a 
very long legal document embodying the 
charges against the Ella M. Doughty. It bas 
already been published. |

Collection of the Tax on Oleomargarine. 

Mr. Miller, Commissioner of Internal Reye- 
nue, said today that be did not think the en- 
forcement of the provision of the Oleomar- 
garine bill (should it become a law) would 
increase the expenses of “bis bureau very 
muoh. The tax, be thought, could easily be 
collected in the same manner as the tax on 
tobacco, as there will be no trouble in locating 
the oleomargarine factories. It will undoubt- 
edly necessitate extra outside foree in making 
the collections. but very little additional! heip 
will be required for office work. He estimated 
that $50,000 would cover all che expenses of 
the collections for the first year, which collec- 
tions be thought would aggregate about 
$1,000,000. He did not think 60,000,000 pounds 
was an excessive estimate of the annual pro- 
duction of oleomargarine, and was of the 
opinion that the production will increase from 
this time on, as tne manufacturers will regard 
the action of Congress as an acknowledgment 
that cleomargarine is not deleterious to public 
health, and will put the article on the market 
in large quantities. 


Senator Blair Criticises Cleveland. 


Senator Blair, from the Committee on Pen- 
sions, today submitted a report upon the mes- 
sage of the President vetoing tne bill granting 
a pension to Newcomb Harker. The ground of 
the veto was that before the passage of the bill 
the Commissioner of Pensions, in ignorance of 
the action of Congress, allowed the claim under 
the general law, and the President was unwill- 
ing that a man worthy to be placed on the 
pension roll should be a loser by special inter- 
position of Cougress# The report submits the 
papers on file in the case to show that prior to 
the application to Congress for relief by spe- 
cial act the claim had been rejected by the 
Pension-Office, and was only reéxamined and al- 
lowed after it was found the bill nad received 
favorable action from Congress. The report 
then com ments as follows on the veto: 

Why does the President in his message sup- 
press the fact that the claim had been formerly 
rejected by the Pension Office, so that the claim- 
ant had no remedy but in the interposition of 
Congress’ Why does he take pains to say that 
“in ignorance of the action of Congress the 
Commissioner had allowed the claim under the 
present law’ Why does he proceed to express 
his anxiety to save the claimant from the loss of 
arrears of pénsion by the action of Congress 
when such action would haye no such effect—not 
in the least impairing his right to an allowance 
of the arrears, save by force of a recent 
and uuaccountable ruling of the present Com- 
missioner reversing all previous practice 
and violating all equity and we believe all legal 
right, made apparentiy as a punishment to those 
who dare apply to Congress for relief, no matter 
what the outrage oF may have suffered in the 
toils of the office? hy does the President write 
this message as to place Congress, himself, and 
the Commissioner before the country in a light 
favorable to himself and the Commissioner and 
unfavorable to the Legislature of the country? 
Can anyone believe that the Commissioner of 
Pensions reversed his own deliberate action re- 
jecing this claim without a particie of further 
evidence or any trace of reasen save as the re- 
sult of the proceedings in Congress, of which it is 
simply -absurd or worse to deny his knowledge, 
just in season to enable the President to write 
this peculiar veto, which places Con s in the 
attitude of inflicting hurt to the claimant by 
their meddlesomeness’ The President could not 
have been familiar with the factsin this case— 
all he knows of them comes from the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions. Who told him that the Com- 
missioner had reversed the rejection and allowed 
the claim in ignorance of the action of Congress’ 
That assertion must have come from the Commis- 
sioner, for no one else could have known of his 
wunt of knowledge. The Commissioner decided 
June 2 to allow the claim, June 21 the enrolied 
bill wentto the President. Was the enrolled 
bill in possession of the Commissioner before he 
decided to allow this claim! 

The report then asks if it is conceivable that 
the allowance of the ciaim by the Pension 
Office is not wholly due to the action of Con- 
gress and not “im ignorance’ of that action. 

Senator Blair also submitted a report recom- 
mending the passage of a bill to pension John 
S. Kirkpatrick, the veto of the President to the 


contrary notwithstanding. This bill was vetoed - 
on the ground that the claim was before the 


Pension Office, and the report severeiy criti- 
cises this statement as an attempted invasion 
of the right of petition by the citizen. The re- 
port asserts that the ciaim, which has since 
been rejected by tne Pension Office, is a good 
one, and indulges ino sdarp stricttres on the 
action of the Pension Office.

Important Decision Regarding Desert Land 
: Ciaitms. 

Sécretary Lamar made an important decis- 
jon today applying 40 desert land claims The 
original rule of the department was to tne ef- 
fect that a desert land claim while in process 
of being acquired was not assignable to any 
one else. Some years however, de- 
partment decided t such claims were s- 
signable. In 1880 this was reversed and a great 
deul of bardship ensued among persons who 
had received these élaims, often paying heavi- 
ly for them. It is now decided by the Secre- 
tary that all transfers that were made prior to 
the order of 1880 shall be properly legalized 

Lamar to Visit the Iroquols. 

It is understood at the Interior Department 
that about the Ist of August or as soon there- 
after as Co adjourns Secretary Lamar 
will visit some of the Indian reservations and 
land districts in the Northwest, in order to get 
the benefit of personal observation or land 
and Indian matters: He may take advantage 
of his trip to spend a few days in Chicago and 
call on the Iroquois, if the bosses think that 
midsummer would, be a good time to hold the 
long-put-off banquet.

To Force Action on Porter’s Confirmation. 


Fitz John Porter's friends do not propose to 
take any chances on His complete rehabititation 
by virtue of a Democratic President. The ma- 
jority of the Military Committee, made up en- 
tirely of Democratic members except Sewell 
and Cameron, intends to press for early action 
on its favorable report. Senator Logan will not 
be present to antagonize Porter m the final 
scene of his long contest, but Senators Harri- 
son and Hawiey. will oppose bis confirmation, 
Mr. Harrison contends that as Porter is not 
yet 64 years old (the age for re- 
tirement), if confirmed it will be in 
the discretion of the President to 
assign him to active duty and keep him there 
until his 64th year: that as Porter, if con- 
firmed, will be the ranking Colonel, he would 
in case of a Vacancy higher up be in line tor 
promotion as Brigadier-General, and would at 
least reach the retired list with a higher grade 
than Congress intends. Mr. Harrison main- 
tains, too, that Porter would reup a large pe- 
cupiary benefit from longevity pay, and, be- 
sides attaining retirement as Brigadier, would 
be entitled to a much lerger salary than Con- 
gress proposed to allow him. The friends of 
Porter do not attach much weight to this argu- 
ment. 


THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


A Plan Suggested Whereby This Institu- 
tion-May Be Put Upon a Broad, an En- 
during, and a Paying Basis. 

Oatcaao, July 24.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Aliow me through the columns of your 
esteemed paper to cali attention to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and the opportunity to put 
the institution upon a broad and endurmg 
basts. The present administration of the uni- 
versity started with the purpose of paying io 
institution. In 
thie it bas been frankiy met by us principal 
creditor, the Union Mutual Life-insurance Com. 
pany of Maine, and the just amount due upon 
an equitable accounting fixed at $300,000, to be 
paid on or before July 1, 1887. 

To enable the university to retain possession 
of the property while reurganizing and raising 
tais money it was agreed that $10,000 should 
be paid Aug. 1, 1886, leaving a balance of $290, - 
000 to ve paid ou or before the Ist of July, 
1887. 

The board proposes to commence the estab- 
lishment of the educational work of the uai- 
versity upon broader plans by sectiring ad- 
ditional professors, and tutors, and increased 
facilities and equipment; enabling the unjver- 
sity to accommodate a greater number of stu- 
dents and do even better work than it bas in 
the past. This wil! greatly 
ber of students. It is believed that, if this 
plan js carried out, Over 200 will be in attend- 
ance during the aext year. This will increase 
the income of the university, and, with the as- 
sistance already offeted, will make the univer- 
sity seif-supporting next year and enable it to 
pay ite faculty and rupning expenses m full 
‘and promptly. 

In soli¢uing subscriphons to thie fund we 
Art met with the abjéction that the university 
is denominational, Gnd large subscriptions 
have been tenderéd upon condition that the 
institution should be made nou-denomination- 
al. The only provision of the charter upon 
this point is as follows (after citing the power 
of the university): 

Provided, that otherwise than that the majori- 
ty of the trustees and the President of the uni- 
versity shall forever be of the same religious 
denomination as the majority of this corporation 
no religious test or particular religious profes- 
sion shall ever be held as a requisit for admis- 
sion to any department of the university or for 
election to-any professership or other place of 
honor or emolument in it, but the same shall be 
open alike to persons of any religious faith or 
profession. a 

A majority of the corporators were of the 
Baptist denomination... The grant of the land 
to the university by its benefactor, the Hon. 
Stephen A. Douglas, is without any condition 
in this particular. Senator Douglas was not 
of this denomination, nor is it claimed, so far 
as I know, that be was particular that the Bap- 
tists, above uny other denomination, should 
have control of the university. But he be- 
lieved, as was almost universally believed at 
the time, that there must be some denomina- 
tion dehind to support a university or college 
in Order to make it successful and permanent. 
The City of Chicago bad not attained to that 
growth where its citizens could be relied upon, 
as a matter of city pride, to build and maintaiu 
such an institution. In these particulars 
the times have changed. Denomina- 
tional lines in the management of edu- 
cational institutions of this character 
are disappearing. The city has grown 
to that size and wealth has accumulated to 
that extent that there are many citizens who 
desire to take this instituuon aud rebuild and 
reéstablish it as a matter of local interest and 
convenience. In order to do this successfully 
every citizen who will join in the movement 
must be on an equal footing with every other, 
and the institution become not the ward of 
any denomination but the child of the city. 

How can this be actomplisbed? The un 
versity is organized under a special charter 
which has many provisions of greut value and 
which should be- preserved. It is impossible, 
under the present Constitution of the State, to 
obtain any special legisiation changing or 
amending thig charter. But it is believed 
that a general law can be passed which 
shall enable any corporation of this 
character in the State, that shall be 
in danger of losing its franchise and property 
for want of money to meet is obligations, and 
which can obtain the money by becoming non-

trustges, with that provision of its charter, and 
upon Uli a certificate that such a vote bas 


been takea with the Secretary of State such 


ipstitutions sball thenceforth become and be 


non-denpominational. As this law would leave 


it entirely optional with the institution desir- 
ing to avail itself of ite provisions we can see 
no objection to its passage, and, theretore, 


think that it can easily de secured at the meet- | 


‘ing of the Legislature next winter. Then, if 
sufficient money were offered to pay the in- 
debted ness of this institution and piuce it upea 
a firm financial basis, upon, condition that it 
be non-denominational, Ma trustees would 
then be cailed upon, to say whether 
the trust imposed upon it by its benefactor 
sbould be preserved and the institution made 
to rank with the best in the land, and be an 
honor to the eilty, non-denominational, or the 
trust fail and the institution go down, denowi- 
national. 

The advantages of the institution in its pres- 

ent iocation must be apparent to every ove 
who calmly considers the subject. It bas ten 
acres ot ground end a builds that would cost 
today $180,000 to build. There is ample room 
to put up additional buildings and provide ac- 
commodations for poly technic. medical, legal, 
musical, and other departments making it in 
every sense aftiniversity, aad, in tact, one of 
the best educational institutions in this coun- 
try. 
The advantage of such an institution to the 
citizens of this city and the Northwest who 
desire to educate their you menu and young 
womens cannot be overestimated; and who can 
tell the beneficial effects of such an institution 
in the heart of this great ‘and growing city, 
stimulating to higher and fobler living ead 
broader cniture? 

One-fourtb of the $10,000 peeded for the first 
payment has been suvuscribed, The balance of 
the $10.000 must be raised this week; and are 
there not men who will at this time give tbe 
financial assistance and beip carry forward the 
movement?

CONGRESSMAN GEORGE FE. ADAMS 
UNANIMOUSLY RENOMINATED. 


Mr. Robert T. Lincoln Presents His Name to 
the Delegates of the Fourth District 
Convention and the Same Is Received 
with Applause—A Cordial and Flattering 
Indorsement by His Constituency~—Mr. 
John H. Osborn Explains as to His Re- 
moval 

The Republican Convention in the Fourth 
Congressional District did ite work well at the 
North Side Turner Hail yesterday afternoon. 
The Bighty-nine delegates comprising the con- 
vention and the large number of prominent 
Republicans present from various parts of the 
district and county were unanimously in favor 
of the return of Mr. George RE. Adams to Con- 
gress, and nis nomination was made without 
any friction. 

Mr. E. A. Cummings, Chairman of the Dis- 
trict Central Committee, called the convention 
to order at 2 o’clock. The call for the con- 
vention was read and Frank J. Loesch of the 
Fifteenth Ward was elected Temporary 
Chairman. On assuming the chair Mr. Loesch 
said he was proud to preside over a Revubiican 
convention, especially when tne Republican 
party was harmonious. It was so much differ- 
ent from the convention bela four years ago, 
when great rancor was displayed in the party. 
The healing up of the differences in the Third 
District, as well as those of the Fourth, ind! 
cated in advante the complete success of the 
party in Cook County tuis fall. 8 was 
sometimes beneficial, and defeat would be 
shown to be a benefit to the kepublican party 
when ft swept the country next fall.

by menof little ability, but who bad served 
long.enough to bave become acquainted with 
the needs of their constituents and the agen- 
cies necessary to secure them. This mag- 
nificent district wanted to send to 
Congress asm honest, stalwart, and true 
Republican. They would not have to go far to 
find that man. He bad known the présent 
Cougressman twenty-five -years, and never 
knew anything but good of him. [Applause. | 
There was uo man in Wasbington at the end of 
his frst term who was more universally re- 
spected, br who was detter able to do the 
thousand and one things a Congressman is 
called upon to perform.

Mr. Miller read a 
note from Congressman Adams in reply to 
one notifying him of the probability of his 
nomination, in which he requested him to us- 
sure the convention, if be should be -nominat- 
ed, of his gratitude for this new mark of es- 
teem. Judge Otis, R. T. Lincoln, Maj. Beam. 
E. D. Cooke, and Mr. Higgins were appointed, 
a committee to notify Mr. Auams of his nom- 
ination, and they immediately telegraphed the 
intelligence to him at Washington, °

[George Everett Adams, who was yesterday 
nominated by the Republicans of the Fourth Dis- 
trict for his third term in Congress, is 46 years 
old. He was born at Keene, N. H., 
June 18, 1840, and at the age of W was 
graduated from Harvard University. After his 

raduation Mr. Adams studied law at the Dane 
aw School of Cambridge, Mass., and has en- 
gaged in the practice of law since his admission 
to the bar. Of sturdy New England stock, he was 
naturally a Republican, and has never swerved 
from his devotion to that party. Since coming to 
Chicago Mr. Adams has been prominently con- 
nected with North Side polities, and all pub- 
lic acts have been such as to inspire in him the 
confidence of his constituents. Mr. Adams’ first 
election to office was in 1880, when he was 
chosen State Senator from the Sixth Dis- 

trict. In the Senate he was 4 

hard working, conscientious member, and when 

his term had but half expired he was nominated 
for the Lower House of Congress (in 1882) by the 

Republicans of the Fourth District, his competi- 

tor before the convention being ex-Speaker 

Thomas. After his election Mr. Adams résigned 

his seat in the Senate. He served in Congress so 

well the first time that he was renominated in 

1884, and was again elected, defeating John P. 

Altgeld, his Democratic competitor, by more than 

8,000 votes. His nomination for a third term yes 

terday was an additional testimony to his worth 

as a member of Congress. |

Mayor 
Harrison was very indignant at what he 
termed the “illegal action of the Counci!,’’ 
He said: It is the most infernal outrage 
that was ever perpetrated upon a publie officer 
by a deliberative body, and I will not allow 
such action to stand, I shall veto the action 
of the Council, and instead of taking eighteen 
votes to adopt it, as was the case Friday even- 
ing, it will take twenty-four Votes, and every 
man shall be recorded in black and white. 1 
am astounded at the action of the Council. At 
the meeting of the investigating cowmittee 
even Mr. Winston, as the law officer of the 
city, was refused admission to see that justice 
was done. No report Bas been made of the 
evidence of seven or sight witnesses who tes- 
tiled nm benalf of Mr. Hand, while 
the testimony of every witness who 
testified ugainst him was taken in full. 
The most that the committee could have done 
would have been to report that they had dis- 
covered enough evidence to warrant an inves- 
tigation, and then the Council should have 
ordered an investizatida to be made. I do not 
believe that five nen in the Council knew the 
nature of tae testimory against Hand.’’ 

Ald, Campbell. who voted to accept the re- 
port of the committee, sought to excuse his 
vote by saying that he thought he was simply 
voting to have the charges properly investi- 
gated. Hedeciared that if the Mayor vetoed 
the action of the Couneil he would vote to sus- 
taln the veto, The Mayor stated that he had 
instructed Commtsslober of Public Works 
Purdy to select some unprejudiced persons to 
make a careful exam!nation of the alleged tes- 
timony and conduct a prover investigation of

Copy is hereunto appended of the 
complaint, signed by the Solicitor for the Attor- 
ney-General of the Dominion of Canada against 
the Ella M. Doughty, which sets forth at length 
the alleged grounds for the seizure and detention 
of that vessel. Concurrent with these events 
correspondence has begun and is still proceeding 
between this department and the British Minis- 
ter at this Capital, and also between the Minister 
of the United States in London and the Foreign 
Office of her Britannic Majesty's Government, to 
obtain suitable recognition and enforcement of 
our rights under the treaty and international law 
and the laws and commercial usages of both 
countries, which are brought in question by the 
action of the Canadian authorities in making 
seizures and detention of the American fishing- 
vesseis hereinbefore described. It is believed 
that the correspondence must soon terminate in 
an amicable settlement mutually just and 
honorable and therefore satisfactory to both 
countries and their inhabitants.

$1,000,000. He did not think 60,000,000 pounds 
Was an excessive estimate of the annual pro- 
duction of oleomargarine, and was of the 
opinion that the production will increase from 
this time on, as tne manufacturers will regard 
the action of Congress as an acknowledgment 
that cleomargarine is not deleterious to public 
health, and will put the article on the market 
in large quantities. 

Senator Blair Criticises Cleveland. 

Senator Blair, from the Committee on Pen- 
sions, today submitted a report upon the mes- 
sage of the President vetoing the bill granting 
a pension to Newcomb Harker. The ground of 
the veto was that before the passage of the bill 
the Commissioner of Pensions, in ignorance of 
the action of Congress, allowed the claim under 
the general law, and the President was unwill- 
ing that a man worthy to be placed on the 
pension roll should be a loser by special inter- 
position of Cougress# The report submits the 
papers on file in the case to show that prior to 
the application to Congress for relief by spe- 
cial act the claim had been rejected by the 
Pension-Office, and was only reéxamined and al- 
lowed after it was found the bill bad received 
favorable action from Congress. The report 
then comments as follows on the veto: 

Why does the President in his message sup- 
press the fact that the claim had been formerly 
rejected by the Pension Office, so that the claim- 
antihad no remedy but in the interposition of 
Congress’ Why does he take pains to say that 
“injignorance of the action of Congress the 
Commissioner had allowed the claim under the 

resent law? Why does he proceed to express 

is anxiety to save the claimant from the loss of 
arrears of pension by the action of Congress 
when such action would have no such effect—not 
in the least impairing his Might to an allowance 
of ithe arrears, save by force of @ recent 
and uuaccountable ruling of the present Com- 
missioner reversing all previous practice 
and violating all equity and we believe all legal 
right, made apparently as a punishment to those 
who dare apply to Congress for relief, no matter 
what the outrage they may have suffered in the 
toils of the office? hy does the President write 
this message as to place Congress, himself, and 
the Commissioner before the country in a light 
favdrable to himself and the Commissioner and 
unfavorable to the Legislature of the country? 
un anyone believe that the Commissioner of 
Pensions reversed his own deliberate action re- 
jecing this claim without a particie of further 
evidence or any trace of reason save as the re- 
gult ot the proceedings in Congress, of which it is 


simply absurd or worse to deny his knowledge, 


justiin season to enable the President to write 
this peculiar veto, Which places Con in the 
attitude of inflicting hurt to the claimant by 
their meddlesomeness’ The President could not 
have been familiar with the factsin this case— 
all he knows of them comes from the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions.

The report then asks if it is conceivable that 
the allowance of the claim by the Pension 
Office is not wholly due to the action of Con- 
gress and not “im ignorance” of that action.

contrary notwithstanding. This bill was vetoed 
on the ground that the claim was before the 
Pension Office, and the report severely criti- 
vises this statement as an attempted invasion 
of the right of petition by the citizen. The re- 
port esserts that the ciaim, which has since 
been rejected by the Pension Office, is a good 
one, and indulges in starp stricttres on the 
action of the Pension Office.

THE CHICAGO UNIVERSITY. 


A Plan Suggested Whereby This Institu- 


tion May Be Put Upon a Broad, an En- 


during, and a Paying Basis. 

Oatcaao, July 24.—[Editor of The Tribune.] 
—Aliow me through the columns of your 
esteemed paper to cali attention to the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and the opportunity to put 
the institution upon abroad and endurimg 
basis. The present administration of the uni- 
versity started with the purpose of paying io 


‘full the indebtedness of the institution. In 
this it has been trankly met by its principal | 
ereditor, the Union Mutual Life-[nsurance Com. | 
pany of Maine, and the just amount due upon 
an equitable accounting fixed at $300,000, to be | 


paid on or before July 1, 1887. 

To énable the university to retain possession 
of the property while reurganizing and raising 
tais money it was agreed that $10,000 should 
be paid Aug. 1, 1886, leaving a balance of $290, - 
000 to be paid on or before the Ist of July, 
1887. 

The board proposes to commence the estab- 
lishment of the educational work of the uni- 
versity upon broader plans by sectiring ad- 
ditional professors, and tutors, and increased 
facilities and equipment; enabling the univer- 
sity to accommodate a greater number of stu- 
dents and do even better work than It bas in 
the past. This wil) greatly increase the num- 
ber.of students. It is believed that, if this 
plan is carried out, Over 200 will be in attend- 
ance during the next year. This will increase 
the income of the university, and, with the as- 
sistance already offeted, will make the univer- 
sity self-supporting next year and enable it to 
pay its faculty and running expenses m full 


‘and promptly. 


In soliciimg subscriptions to this fund we 
Are met with the obigction that the university 
is denominational, Gad large subscriptions 
have been tendered upon condition that the 
institution should be made nou-denomination- 
al. The only provision of the charter upon 
this point is as follows (after citing the power 
of the university): 

Provided, that otherwise than that the miajori- 
ty of the trustees and the President of the uni- 
versity shall forever be of the same religious 
denomination as the majority of this corporation 
no religious test or particular religious profés- 
sion shall ever be held as a requisit. for admis- 
sion to any department of the university or for 
election to any professorship or other place of 
honor or emolument in it, but the same shall be 
open alike to persons of any religious faith or 
profession. 

A majority of the corporators were of the 
Baptist denomination... The grant of the land 
to the university by its benefactor, the Hon. 
Stephen A. Douglas, is without any condition 
in this particular. Senator Douglas was not 
of this denomination, nor is it claimed, so far 
us I know, that be was particular that the Bap- 
tists, above any other denomination, should 
have control of the university. But he be- 
lieved, as was almost universally believed at 
the time, that there must be some denomina- 
tion behind to support a university or college 
in order to make it successful and permanent. 
The City of Chicago bad not attained to that 
growth where its citizens couid be relied upon, 
as a matter of city pride, to build and maintain 
such an institution. In these particulars 
the times have changed. Denomina- 
tional lines in the munagement of edu- 
cational instituhons of this character 
are disappearing. The city has grown 
to that size and wealth has sccumulated to 
that extent that there are many citizens who 
desire to take this instituuon and rebuild and 
reéstablish it as a matter of local interest and 
convenience. In order to do this successfully 
every citizen who will join in the movement 
must de on an equal footing with every other, 
and the institution become not the ward of 
any denomination but the child of the city. 

How can this be accomplished? The uni- 
versity is organized under a special charter 
which has many provisions of greut value and 
which should be preserved. It is impossible, 
under the present Constitution of the State, to 
obtain any special legisiation changing or 
amending thig charter. But it is believed 
that a general law can be passed which 
shall enable any corporation of this 
character in the State, that shall be 
in danger of losing its franchise and property 
for want of money to meet is obligations, and 
which can obtain the money by becoming non- 
denominational, to dispense, by vote of its 
trustees, with that provision of its charter, and 
upon filing a certificate that such a vote bas 
been takea with the Secretary of State euch 
ipstitutuons sball thenceforth become and be 
non-denominational. As this law would leave 
it entirely optional with the institution desir- 
ing to avail itself of ite provisions we can see 
no objection to its passage, and, therefore, 
think that it can easily be secured at the meet- 
ing of the Legislature next winter. Then, if 
sufficient money were offered to pay the in- 
debtedness of this institution and piace it upon 
affirm financial basis, upon condition that it 
be non-denominational, its trustees would 
then be called upon to say . whether 
the trust imposed upon it by its benefactor 
should be preserved and the institution made 


to rank with the best in the land, and be an 


honor to the city, non-denominationai, or the 
trust fail and the institution go down, denowi- 
national.

It was the gen- 
eral opinion that injustice had been done Mr. 
Hand, who was a given the privilege of 
being present during the progress of the 
investigation, and whose case was voted on 
while be was absent in Milwaukee. Mayor 
Harrison was very indignant at what de 
termed the legal action of the Council.’’ 
He said: It is the most infernal outrage 
that was ever perpetrated upon a oo officer 
by a deliberative body, and I will not ailow 
such action to stand. I shall veto the action 
of the Council, and instead of taking eignteen 
votes to adopt it, as was the case Friday even- 
ing, it will take twenty-four Votes, and every 
man shall be recorded in Diack and white. 1 
am astounded at the action of the Council. At 
the meeting of the investigating cowmittee 
even Mr. Winston, as the law officer of the 
city, was refused admission to see that justice 
was done. No report has been made of the 
evidence of seven or eight witnesses who tes- 
tied nm benalf of Mr. Hand, while 
the testimony of every witness who 
testified against him was taken in full. 
The most that the committee could have done 
would have been to revort that they bad dis- 
covered enough evidence to warrant an inves- 
tigation, and then the Council should have 
ordered an investiration to be made. I do not 
believe that five men in the Council knew the 
nature of tae testimony against Hand.“ 

Ald, Campbell, who voted to saecept the re- 
port of the committee, sought to excuse his 
vote by saying that be thought be was simply 
voting to have the charges properiy investi- 
gated.

Andrew ©. Johnson’s testimony in the 
Anarchists’ trial yesterday afternoon was a 
pretty climax of the week’s work. It was 
as interesting as any offered so far in the trial 
and added greatly to the general effect of 
the statements of previous witnesses. Spies, 
Parsons, and Fielden were the sufferers 
again, and incidentally Schwab and Neebe 
were farther implicated, Johnson told how 
he joined the American group in the Social- 
istic organization, how he was inducted into 
the armed section, drilled in the use of arms, 
and instracted in the use of dynamite. He 
had tne fullest opportunity to find out what 
was going on. He does not seem to have 
used his opportunities as well as he might 
have done, but he learned enough to make a 


very damaging case against five of the con- 


spirators. At the meetings of the group which 
were quasi public Fielden, Spies, and Par- 
sons counseled the use of dynamite, and urged 
the working people toarm themselves with 
it and prepare for the destruction of life and 
property in order to secure a reorganization 
of society. Particular acts of capitalists and 
of policemen were declaimed against for the 
purpose of inflaming the workingmen against 
them. All the speeches of the incendiaries 
pointed to the early part of May of this year

The examination for the defense, con- 
ducted mainly by Mr. Foster, yesterday was 
better managed than at previous times dur- 
ing the trial and was much more damaging 
to the State witnesses. Johnson suffered 
most and at one point was put in conflict 
with several of the city detectives and the 
reporters as to the character of the speeches 
made by Parsons and Fielden the night of 
the opening of the Board of Trade Build- 
ing. This, however, does not seem to be as 
important as the defense tried to make it ap- 
pear. It was the general verdict of those 
who have followed the trial thus far that 
had the case beén submitted to the jury last 
evening without argument it would go very 
hard with all the defendants and could 
scarcely fall in resulting in the conviction of 
six oi them on the capital charge. The State 
will take up the whole of next week in 
producing further testimony, and the trial 
will not be ended for a month to come.

NEW YORKE’S GRANT MEMORIAL. 
‘Friday was the anniversary of Gen. Grant’s 
death, and two of the leading New York 
daily papers took advantage of the occasion 
to preach sermons on the deplorable condi- 
tion of the monument fund. The text of the 
Times was an appropriation by Congress; 


the text of the World greater activity on the 


part of the Monument Committee in an ap- 
peal to the country. Now, both Congress 
and the country are tired of the theme as 
treated from New York’s standpoint. When 
Gen. Grant died that city was successful in 
its efforts to have his mortal remains laid to 
rest at Riverside Park, when there was 
really no reason why it should have been so. 
It could not have been Gen. Grant’s wish, 
and his tamily only acceded when overcome 
by importunity in the midst of mourning. 
The city had been the scene of the saddest days 
of his life. But it is useless to go over 
the familiar discussion again. He was buried 
there, and the New-Yorkers are unable to 
erect a suitable monument over his grave. 
This is disgraceful to the city and tiresome 
to the country. . There is no disposition on 
the part of the American people to pay for

monuments to be put up in New York parks, 


and there is no excusable’ pretext under 
which Congress can properly appropriate 
public funds to aid in such a purpose. The 
proper piace for a National monument to 
Gen. Grant is Washington. It is there alone 
that money appropriated by Congress should 
be used for such a purpose; and it is there that 
the people want to see a monument erected 
in some degree commensurate with his great 
services, It is difficult to understand how 
New York can have the face to appeal to 
Congress or to the people under the circum- 
stances upon the flimsy pretext that the mon- 
ument is to be National because it is to com- 
memorate the services of one of the Nation’s 
heroes. Not long ago one of New York’s 
distinguished citizens died leaving a fortune 
almost equal to the annual revenue of the 
United States Government. There are 
hosts of her citizens now who are 
many times millionaires. Other cities and 
States when they desire to erect monuments 
do so and foot the bills. Why is it that the 
richest city and State in the Union cannot do 
the same? It is preposterous for New York 
to berate the country because it will not sub- 
scribe to the Riverside Park monument fund, 
and to talk about local jealousies.” The 
people at large are not to be browbeaten out 
of subscriptions for the inflation of New York 
pride and self-importance. The Times says: 
Nothing can make local his fame or the 
duty of providing a monument to his mem- 
Well, no- 
body disputes that, and the people and the 
Government will no doubt be found very 
willing to join in the task when a National 
monument is proposed or projected. Every- 
body knows what the matter is with New 
York, and no one is going to pay attention to 
the alms-basin she is so shamelesly passing

TERRORIST SOCIETIES IN CHICAGO. 

It has been proved already in the Anarchist 
trial by several independent witnesses that 
the meetings of the Carpenters’ Union, which 
is part of the Central Labor Union of this 
city, were made the occasion for violent 
speeches inciting. to murder and violence. 
Self-confessed Anarchists were officers of 
the meeting. Seliger, Lehmann, and Lingg, 
the manufacturer of dynamite bombs, were 
officers and active spirits of the union. Pic- 
nies were arranged for under the auspices 
of this union, the proceeds of which were to 
be used to buy dynamite for the destruction 
of life and property. The union has an 
armed section, according to the several wilt- 
nesses. ‘At the next meeting,” said Leh- 
mann, it was resolved that dynamite should 
be bought with it [the money raised by 
the Carpenters’. Unien picnic], and that 
we shonid practice with it at once.” Lingg 
was given the money and bought the new 
agency ot civilization. That was ‘“ unani- 
mously resolved.” Engel addressed the 
meeting of the union at Clybourn, avenue— 
a public meeting—and counseled the use of 
ynamite. Since the indictment of the An- 
rehist conspirators there have been meet- 
nes of this dangerous society also, at which 
iolence has been advocated against those 
rpenters who have compromised on ten 
ours’ pay for nine hours’ work. Armed 
s of the members have gone around in 


| the western and nerthwestern portions of 


the city terrorizing honest workingmen and 
forcing them to desist from work by threats 
and blows. One of the indicted per- 
sons—Neebe—attended one of the meet- 
ings and spoke thereat. The members 
of this organization now advocate the 
use of revolvers pablicly to prevent men 
from pursuing their lawful avocations and 
earning their livelihood. The municipal au- 
thorities have permitted the meetings, and 
seem utterly unable o cope with the organ- 
ized intimidation resörted to. In a few cases 
where the terrorists have been arrested the 
Justices of the Peace appointed by the Mayor 
have imposed only light fines. The work of 
Emboldened, apparently, by 
the immunity enjoyed so far, the Central 
Labor Union—of which the Carpenters’ 
Union is the leading society—has called a 

eeting for tomorrow evening at West 
Twelfth Street Turner-Hall to criticise the 
conduct of the trial of the Anarchists, and 
probably to denounce the presiding Judge, 
the witnesses for the State, and the attorneys 
for the prosecution. Itis proposed, doubtless, 
to intimidate the court by a display of num- 
bers—perhaps by threats. Parsons, Spies, and 
Fielden cannot be there. Neebe can. There 
will be no lack of orators, as an announce- 
ment in the Arbeiter-Zeitung, the Anarchist’s 
organ, promises. It would not be at all 
surprising if there were incitements to those 
assembled to march on the court and blow it 
up with dynamite. The bombs hidden away 
last May may be brought from their hiding- 
places. 

The Mayor of the city ought to take meas- 
ures to prevent this meeting, which can 
hardly fail to be of an incendiary character. 


BAYARD’S COWARDLY FISHERY POLICY. 
The resolution which Senator Edmunds 


has offered instructing the Senate Committee 
on Foreign Affairs to take the fisheries ques- 
tion into consideration during the recess does 
not go to the root of the matter. It would 
have been more to the point to have inquired 


for the poor, and the subject is commended 


as Bayard has done, when they ask for pro- 
tection against these galling outrages? In- 
stead of waiting until the recess, why does 
not Congress at once demand of the Presi- 
dent that he exercise the authority it has 
conferred upon him and proclaim non-inter- 
course without further delay ? 


A MATRIMONIAL PLAINT. 

The Concord School of Philosophy has 
taken up the study of Dante for its summer 
work. Among the various papers which 
have been read was one by Mrs. Julia Ward 
Howe, which perhaps is the most practical 
of all. The burden of her essay was a com- 
parison between the spiritual love of the 
poet and the prosaic matter-of-fact affection 
of young people nowadays. In contrast 
with the chivalric love of former days she 
deplored the sordid manner in which hearts 
are bought and sold, the auctioneering of 
maidens to the highest bidder, and the de- 
liberate manner in which affection is traded 
off for money, not only by managing mam- 
mas who conspire to that end but by the high 
contracting parties themselves. All this, with 
its consequent absence of love and its do- 
mestic inharmony, she deplored, and longed 
for the heroic methods of loving and the 


chivalrie tenderness with which the sexes 


regarded each other in Dante’s time. 

Upon the poetical as well as the senti- 
mental side there ig much force in what Mrs. 
Howe urges, and many a one will re@cho her 
plaintive question: IS Pan dead?” Un- 
questionadly marriage à la mode has grown 
very common and matrimony has largely be- 
come a matter of money. It may be also 
that the tendencies of the age are backward 
in their drift and that poetry and sentiment 
are fading out of life. The columns of the 
newspapers bear testimony every day to the 
sordidness of matrimonial traffic as well as 
to the marital wrecks which ensue in conse- 
quence. It is questionable, however, whether 
this is due so much to the increase of indi- 
vidual sordidness as it is to the tact that 
the world is constantly growing more and 
more prosaic, that its progress tends towards 
the practical, and that all its discoveries, in- 
ventions, and changes not only are of that 
character, but make the problem of life hard- 
er and harder. In the competitions of busi- 
ness and of society only the fittest survive, 
and those only by holding on by the hands, 
feet, and teeth. Money is more needed now 
and harder to get than it was in Dante’s 
days. In the old times, if the chivalric rob- 
ber barons and their knightly retainers want- 
ed money they took it, and the same knights 
who broke their lances in the lists for woman’s 
love had no compunction in breaking the 
heads of the common people and despoiling 
them of their property. 

But, after all, the one element which the 
Concord philosophers do not take intoac- 
count is haman nature. That never changes. 
It is the same today that it was in the days 
of chivalry. If the truth were known, it 
would be found that love-making and matri, 
monlal methods have been about the same 
since the world begun. Dante may haye 
been an exception; but suppose Dante were 
living now would he have been any more 
fortunate than Byron, Shelley, Burns, or 
scores of other poets in his love-making ? 
There are probably unknown Dantes and 


Beatrices now who love as spiritually, but 
the great mass of men and women love and | 


marry about as they did generations ago. 
The environments alone are changed. The 
average young man would not appear to 
good advantage in coat of mail attended by a 
squire, nor could the average young woman 
be Anduced to spend her.time moping in a 
bower while the young man to whom she 
was engaged went riding about town fighting 
every person who would not admit his mis- 
tress was beautiful. 

Philosophers, however, are never prac- 
tical. If they were they would not waste 
any time in mourning over the demise of the 
great god Pan or lamenting the absence of 
the days of chivalry. If matrimony is as 
sordid as Mrs. Howe describes it, they would 
seek. for some method of ameliorating the 
condition of woman so that money should not 
be the most pressing need. They would ask 
themselves how much better off would Dante 
and Beatrice have been were they living in 
Chicago or New York today, and how long 
would their spiritual love have lasted in the 
face of the stern necessities of modern times.

It must be almost eighteen years since a young 


Baronet who boped to tread in the footprints 
of Robertson brought out two monosyliabic- 
entitled pieces, Dreams and * Shadows.” 
No London manager would take the risk of 
producing tnem. and the author courageously 


presented them to the public at his own ex- 


pense. They were both failures. The author 
retired to amateurish shades, but two 
years ago came forward ‘with another 
effort, Jim the Penman.”’ The London man- 
agers would not glance at it; the milk and 
water Mullory of the Madison Square Theatre, 
New York, rejected it, and the autbor, still 
confident, was forced to present it at his own 
risk in London. It was an immediate hit 
there, and is still in the hight of popularity.

AMONG THE RAILROADS. - 
EAST-BOUND FREIGHT BUSINESS CON-- 
TINUES AS LIGHT AS EVER. 


One Road Could Easily Handle the Traffic 
of All the Lines Combined—The Total 
Shipments for the Last Week Will Not 
Exceed 20,000 Tons—A Bad Showing as 
Compared with a Year Ago—General 
Notes. 

Rast- bound freight business from Chicago 
continues as duil as ever. Shipments are so 
light that one or two of the roads running 
east from here could easily handle al! the 
traffic done by the various roads combined. 
The official statement of shipments for the 
last week could not be obtained in time for 
this issue, owing to the dilatoriness of one or 
two of the roads in making their reports; but 
it is understood that the total shipments by 
the seven pool lines do not exceed 20,000 tons, 
which is about the same amount as carried for 
the week previous. The heavy decline in the 
prices of grain during the last few days gives 
the railroad men some encouragement, as with 
a little further decline an export demand is 
expected to spring up, in which event 
shipments would materially increase. 
But even in that event shipments by rail will 
not be heavy owing to the wide difference be- 
tween the all-rail rates and the lake and rail 
or lake and canal rates. While the railroads 
continue to keep up the 25-cent rate, Chicago 
to New York, tne lake lines take the business 
at the best ratessthey can get, and therefore 
they get nearly everything that {8 going. 
Rumors are stillcurrent that rates are being 
cut by some lines on export business, esvecial- 
ly on provisions. The railroads do not deny 
this, but claim that it is due to the cutting 
rates by some of the ocean lines. The opinion 
is, however, that the ocean lines get their full 
rates, and that the cut is made by the rail- 
roads, which find it necessary to do something 
to secure traffic. 80 long «as business con- 
tinues as light as it is now more or less cutting 
of rates will be practiced, whether there is a 
pool or not. | 

The reports of east-bound shipments for the 
month of June, as compared with those for the 
corresponding month in previous years, make 
a bad showing. For the month of June, 1886, 
the reported shipments of dead freut by the 
seven pool lines from Chicago amounted to 
only 123,197 tons, against 247,469 tons for the 
corresponding month in 1885, apd 282,000 tons 
in 1884. For the six months ending June 50, 
1886, the total shipments of dead freignt by 
the pool lines from Chicago amounted to 949,- 
498 tons, against 1,830,972 tons for the corre- 
sponding period last year. The live-stock and 
dressed-beef shipments make a better show- 
ing. There was shipped for the month of June, 
1886, 78,169 tons, against 64,906 tons for the 
corresponding month last year. 


An Agreement for Wabash Bondholders. 

New York, July 24.—The Romaine commit- 
tee of first-mortgage bondbolders of the Wa. 
bash system east of the Mississippi River has 
prepared an agreement which it asks the bond- 
holders to.sign. By it Frederick N. Lawrence, 
Benjamin F. Romaine, and Edward Oothout 
are appointed a committee with power to 
take legal proceedings to compel the payment 
of interest now in default or foreclose the 
mortgage; an assessment of $5 per bond is 
levied on all bonis deposited under the agrec- 
ment.. The committee is given power to settle 
the claims on payment of ali overdue coupons 
with interest to date, and the extension of the 
principal for forty years at 5 per cegt, princi- 
pal and interest payable in gold. Hondholders 
signing the agreement are required to de- 
posit their bond’ with the Metropolitan Trust 
Compan y. 


Reorganizing a Line. 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 24.—/(Special.]— 
Articles of incorporation of the Louisville, 
Evansville & St. Louis Railway Company were 
filed this afternoon. This is the road recently 
sold under toxreolos ure. which was confirmed 


by the court on the List inst. The object of 


the present inqurporation is to organize the 
Indiana brauch pending a similar organization 
in Illinois, looking to the consolidation of the 
Whole lise. The road no runs from Louis- 
ville to Mount Vernon, III., and from Hunting- 
burg to Evansville, a distance of 200 miles. The 
directors chosen today were: W. T. Hart; HI. 
D. Hyde, and Igaac T. Barr, Boston; H. 8. 
Downey. J. M. Fetter, and A. P. Humptrey, 
Louisville, and R. H. Lamme of this city. The 
last named was selected as President and John 
J. Collier of Bouisville as Secretary.

Some business of 
importance and having influential bearings on 
the future of the pool is likely to be done. 
The St. Louis, Arkansas & Texas Company, 
which is beginning to feel pretty independent, 
will make demands for a better percentage 
than now alloted to it.

The 
pure ozokerite me!ted and mixed with 75 per 
cent of limestone and 25 per cent Of fine gravel 
gives a very good aspbait, which is pressed in 
boxes and sbaped like railroad ties. 22 — 
standing the high temperature which reaches 
140 degrees Fahrenheit, the retain their 
shape and hardness.

RELIGIOUS AFFAIRS, 


The Sunday-School Lesson for Today. 

After the utterance of Thomas, with which 
the last lesson closed, Jesus led His diciples up 
to Bethany, a distance of about twenty-five 
miles from Perea, where He had been. He 
then found that Lazarus had been dead four 
days. Many friends of the family were pres- 
ent from Jerusalem, which was about two 
miles distant. Martba heard that Jesus was 
coming, ard she went to meet Him, saying, 
„Lord. if Thou nadst been here my brother 
bad not died. But 1 -kKnow that 
even now whatsoever Thou wilt ask 
of God God will give it Thee.“ She 
herhaps spoke from impulse rather than from 
any fixed conviction that Jeseus could raise 
her brother, but her words were a wonderful 
prophecy. He said; “Thy brother shall rise 
again. She answered: I know that he shall 
rise again in the resurrection at the last day.“ 
Jesus had certainiy taught ber of the resur- 
rection, for the doctrine was not common 
among the Jews; the Pharisees ‘had very in- 
definit ideas concerning it, and the Sadducees 
scornfully rejected it. He at Once admitted 
the. correctness of ber view, but said: I am 
the resurrection and the life; he that believeth 
in Me, though be were dead, yet shall he live; 
and wiiosoever liveth and believeth. in Me 
shall never die.“ When asked if she believed 
this Martha unbesitatingly deciared’ that she 
did. She then called Mary, who, when she 


saw Jesus, fell weeping at his teet, saying. 


„Lord, if Thou hadst been here my brother 
had not died.” Jesus saw the sisters and 
ther friends weeping, and He groaned 
in spirit. They then went to the 
grave, followed by a multitude, where Jesus 
wept, being insympathy with the bereaved, 
and viewing with sorrow the terrible work 
wrought by sin. They were then told to take 
away the stone. and Jesus lifted up His eyes 
to Heaven and said: Father I thank Thee 
that Thou hast heard Me, And I know that 
Thou bearest Me always; but because of the 
people whieh stand by I said it that they may 
believe that Thou hast sent Me.“ He then 
called out in a loud voice, Lazarus, come 
forth!’’ and the dead arose. 

Other instances of resurrection are given in 
the New Testament, as the widow's son, by 
Corist, Luke, vil., 11-28; the ruler's daughter, 
by Christ. Mark, v., 22-45; the young man Eu- 
tychus, by Paul, Acts, xx., 12; the young wom- 
an, by Peter, Acts, IX., 40; and Christ Himself, 
by His own power, Matthew, xxviil., 5-10. But 
nowhere else is so inspiring a picture given of 
the humapity ag well as the divinity of the 
Savior. The golden text is: Jesus saith unto 
her, I am the resurrection and the life.’’—John, 
i., 25.

Last Week’s Mortality Report. 

The wortality report of the Health Depart- 
the following 
statistics: Total deaths for the week, 283, a 
decrease of ll from the week previous. For 
the corresponding week in 1884 the deaths 
were 382, and in 1885 596. Of this number 117 
were under 5 years, 24 under I year, and 2 
were between 80 and 90 years: 168 were males 
and 160 females. There was a gratifying de- 
crease in the number of deaths from cholera 
infantum, only 35 being reported, as against 
116 last week; diarrhea claimed I1, scariet- 
tever 1,.d'phtheria 9, consumption 18; 14 died 
zu public institutions and 13 by violence. As 
usual, the Fourteenth Ward showed the largest 
mortality, reporting 41 deaths: the First re- 
ported 6, the Fifth 38, the Sixth 33, and tne 
Seventh 19. The annual death rate per 1,000 
inhabitants was materially decreased, the per- 
centage being only 23.36. 

Wants His Rent from the Dalziel Sena. 

A bill was led in the Circuit Court by 
Charies C. Heisen, owner of the six-story biock 
on the nurtheast corner of Quincy and Dear- 
born streets, recently accupied by the Dalziel 
Printing Company, for the purpose of establish- 
ing and fixing a first lien upon the property of 
the bankrupt company, in order to satisfy cer- 
tain claims for’ unpaid rent. Davison Dalziel 
and Walter R. Meadowcroft made an agrev- 
ment last summer with the complainant by 
which they were to havea lease of the build- 
ing. when erected, until the year 1901. The 
lessees were to pay for the building, if erected 
with four stories, a rental of $13,000 for the 
first year, $15,000 each year for the next 
four years, and $16,000 a year for the 
residue of the term, and it the 
complainant constructed the building with six 
stories an additional rental of $6,000 was to be 
‘paid annually. Rent was payable the 15th of 
each month. The lease, it was agreed, was 
intended to give the lessor a first lien on all 
goods and chattels belonging to the tenants as 
security for payment of rent. Daiziel and 
Meadowcroft assigned the lease to the Dalziel 
Printing Compafiy, which K possession last 
February. For the July rent the company ac- 
cepted a draft, whicn, however, was dishon- 
ored, but which the company claims was pay- 
ment of the rent. Dalziel was appointed re- 
ceiver when the concern failed. Heisen now 
asks a decree foreclosmg his lien upon the 
property of the company and postponing the 
rights of all other creditors to his own. 

Civil-Service Reform. 

The Civil-Service Reform League of Chicago 
July 14 called the attention of the Civil-Service 
Commission to the fact that since the appoint- 
ment of R. A. D. Wilbanks as a member of the 
Board of Examiners in the Chicago Post-Office 
in place of Capt. McGrath the said board had 
been composed entirely of members of the 
Democratic party. and suggested that the con- 
tinuance of a board thus constituted was at 
variance with the spirit of ine Civil-Service 
act and the opinions of the commission as 
published July 9. It was also pointed out 
that between May 4 and June 
there had been seventy-two resignations 
or removals in the Post-Oftice, and in a 
previous letter the causes for such changes 
were asked.

bers*of both the Democratic and Repu lican 
parties, and promises to call the attention of 
the Postmaster at Chicago to the matter, and 
get him to nominate Repuplicau empioyés for 
appointment as additional members of that 
board, which shall tnereafter consist of five 
members. 

Using the Law Against the Proposed Cable 
Line. 

A committee representing the property- 
owners on Larrabee, Division, and Sedewick 
streets, and Ciybourn avenue, who object to 
the building of aeable street-car road on the 
Streets named, met yesterday afternoon 
privately at the office of Attorney George C.

“OPERA IN NEW YORK. 


Chicagoans Are Liberal, but They Are Not 
Willing to Sustain the American Opera 
Company in Gotham—Mrs. Thurber’s Im- 
prudent Remark. 

As was stated the other day, the anncunce- 
ment from New York thatabranch of the 
American opera company had been organized 
in Chicago with a capital of $100,000 was some- 
what premature. Notbing has yet been done 
toward an organization except appointing a 


committee of well-known gentiemen “to take 


the preliminary steps. They bave turned 
the matter over to two of their number, active 
and energetic men, who bave so far been un- 
able to accomplish anything. though one of 
them is of the opinion that an organization 
will ultimately bg effected. This same gentle- 
man said the other day that he never knew of 
such a meritorious thing meeting with 80 
much opposition, cause of which was 
** jealousy.” 

A TRIBUNE reporter devoted several bours 
yesterday in attempting to discover the founda- 
tion for this jealousy. It appears that 
‘when Mrs. Thurber was bere she made some 
imprudent remarks—said, it is asserted, that 
Chicago ladies had money, but were not cult- 
ured. This offended a number of wealthy 
and influential ladies who take great interest 
in opera, and, when appealed to to assist in 
establishing a brauch, they refused to have 
anything to do with it—a body blow. Another 
thing which is said to have impeded the organ- 
ization is the selection of one or two not very 
popular men to take the initiative. But the 
main opposition gruws out of the fact that Chi- 
cagoans were asked to contribute mouey for the 
purpose of giving operas in New York. It will 
de remembered that branches were to be es- 
tablished in Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, and 
two or three other cities. Chicago was expect- 
ed to raise $100,000, 75 per cent of which was 
to go to the parent organization and 25 per 
cent be retained to cover losses bere. This 
was regarded as a fine scheme—tor New York, 
where the losses are reported to have been 
$130,000—and-when the proposition was sub- 
mitted pretty nearly everybody said: “I will 
not subscribe.” The project has the warm 
support of a number of prominent and 
wealthy Chicagoans, but the impression seems 
to be quite. general that there will be no 
branch here, since, as one gentieman ex- 
pressed it. Chicago men are liberal, but they 
are not willing to contribute for the support 
of opera in New York.”’ :

OF THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


‘A SOMALISTIC CABAL. 


- 


A Determined Effort Being Made to Down 
Powderly at the Richmond Convention 
by the Hadical Wing of the Knights 
What Joe Gruenhut Has to Say About 
the Present Anarchistic Strength—The 
Very Existence of the Knights Menaced. 

Since the Cleveland meeting of the General 

Assembly of the Knight of Labor there has 


deen a peculiar movement going on within the 


ranks which bas attracted attention, but an 
explanation has been slow in forthcoming. At 
once, as if by preconcerted action, the radical 
or Socialistic element became uhited and pre- 
sented a solid front evetywhere. In Pennsyl- 
vania, New Tork and Massachusetts as well as 
in the West a contest for supremacy began be- 
tween the radical and conservative wings of 
the order, and the struggle bore the same 
It was evi- 
dent that some powerful influence was at 
work, but what it was and where 
it emanated from remained for some 
weeks a mystery. It was known that 
the New York Socialists were working through 
an inner circle styled the Home Club, but this 
dic not explain the events transpiring else- 
where, Then there came conducive proof of a 
secret cabal reaching from Denver to San 
Francisco, led by J. R. Buchanan of Denver, 
who was elected at Cleveland as a member of 
the General Executive Board. With this as a 
guide and by extensive correspondence with 
Western points it has been ascertained that the 
Socialistic inner circle is widespread, and is 
undoubtedly confined only by the limits of the 
order. The secrecy with which it has been en- 
abled to shield its macbinations is due to the 


small and select membership, which has been 


picked out with the greatest of care. The 
number in Chicago is placed at ten. 

The small number in the society is its source 
of influence because they are enabled by to- 
gether secretly working to accomplish far 
more than a larger number would do if their 
objects were known. The chief aim of the caba! 
is to defeat Powderly, who represents in a 
large degree the conservativeness of the 
knights, and the composition of the Richmond 
Assembly. which convenes in October, will be a 
great aid to theils plans. The basis of repre- 
sentation is one delegate for each 1,000 mem- 
bers, whieh wiil bring together some 600 dele- 
gates at Richmond. In the large assemblies 
like District No. 30, which inciudes all of Mas- 
sachisetts, and District No. 49 with its 50,000 
members in New York, the deiegates will 
be so near to Richmond that it will 
be an easy matter for the districts to 
pay the expenses of their full quota, 
while in the West the burden will be too great 
to be borne, and but half or one-third of the 
delegates the districts are entitied to can be 
sent. Owing to the large number each disirict 
ig permitted it will be also a much easier mat- 
ter to bere and there secure a strong anti- 


-Powderly man than it has been when but one 


or two delegates have attended the General 
Assembly. 
Tnis well-planned movement, backed by a 
* of tunds contributed by the faithful in 
ocialistic cause, received its first setback 
in District No. 30, which is now in session at 
Worcester, Mass. The anti-Powderly faction 
was led by George E. McNeil, a rampant So- 
cialist, who, during a visit to this city some 
years ard, made Socialistic speeches of a start- 
ling kind tor those days. While Me- 
Neil secured an election to the General 
Assembly he was defeated for the Secretary- 
Treasurership of the district which paid him 
$1,200, and will bave a large majority of Pow- 
deriy men with him in the delegation. McNeil 
was at the bead of the anti-Powderly move- 
ment in New England, and the Socialists count- 
ed upon a solid delegation of seventy-five rad- 
icals from his district. Outside of this the se- 
lection of deiewates has not gone far enough to 
determine the general strenth of the Socialistic 
circle. 

The Illinois State Assembly at Streator elect- 
ed the following, two of whom are counted 
upon as anti-Powderly men: Robert Bennett, 
Rock Island; Bert Stewart, Decatur; C. F. 
Perry, Quincy; John Budilong, Rockford; B. 
W. Goodhue and Charles F. Seib, Chicago. 
District No. 24, which does not elect until late 
in August, il be entitled to some twenty del- 
egates, and District No. 57 will have baif that 
number. There has been doubt as to the lat- 
ter district being in a condition to send its rep- 
resentation, as its affairs bave been involved 
in a great tangie since its suspension in May. 
Last Wednesday, however, it was successfully 
reorganmzed, W. F. Butler of the Town of Lake 
becoming its Master Workman, and it is prob- 
able the district will straighten out its affairs 
in time to select its delegates. It is impossible 
now to tell the complexion of the delegation 
from either assembly, as the Socialistic wing 
has not yet fully developed its strength. 

Speaking of the situation yesterday a promi- 
nent Knight sad: The stand taken by Die- 
trict No. 24 against tue Anarchists in the order 
seems to bave been misunderstood by many 
members, and it is time something was said in 
explanation. The statement, as I understood 
it, was not aimed at Parsons at all, although 
in his usual egotistical way he took it all 
to himself. Its object was, first, to place the 
order on record in unmistakable terms against 
Anarchism in generals and, secondly, to learn 
the real strength of the Anarchigt wing in the 
order. We knew of the secret Socialist to So- 
clety, had located to our own satisfaction most 
of its members, and determined to makea 
stand tnen and there and make the contest on 
its true grounds, and not on some false posi- 
tion they might take to carry their point. The 
State Assembly virtually upheld our action, 
and in the trades assembly last Sunday, when 
the Socialists made so determined a fight to 
capture the assembly as a roundabout way of 
reaching the Knights, they were compelled 
to meet the issue squarely, and were de- 
feated. The resolutions of the district 
meant what they said, and some one 
is liable to get into trouble before long. 
This is all there is of it, and I am satified that 
the order stands far better today than it did 
when it was being made a tool of to arouse 
sympathy for the eight Anarchists op triai. 
We are watching night and day this anti-Pow- 
derly movement, and know very nearly what 
shape it is going to take in Chicago, but what 
it is I cannot tell you. I willaraw the line 
there.“ 

As to the effect of the Anarchist trial upon 
Anarchists in general Joseph Gruenhut, who 
ought to know, said yesterday that it was 
“driving them together like wax.“ and that 
their numbers were increasing instead o1 di- 
minis bing. Money was being sent from all 
over the’ United States to belp the cause. 
Gruenhut, however, empbaticaily disclaims 
that he is an Anarchist, but a Ger- 
man Socialist, which, he says, is very much 
akin to the American  trades-unionist. 
But his knowledge of what is going on within 
the Anarchist ranks is unimpeachabie, and his 
statement exhibits where at least a portion of 
the tunds of the inner circle. Of the Knoights 
come from, hieb bas been a good deal of a 
perplexity to the few who knew of its exist- 
ence. 

The future of the order depends largely 
upon the issue now pushing to the test by the 
radical wi and its underground macbina- 
nous. and’ the result is of vital interest not 
only to its 800,000 members, but to the coun- 
try generally, as it decides whether a conserva- 
tive pohecy is to be continued or a wild system 
of strikes and boycotts, a fair index of which 
was shown in Martin Irons’ career in the 
Southwestern railroad strikes, is to prevail, as 
was the case in 1877. f

CONCESSIONS TO AMERICANS, 


The Mexican Government Offers Induce- 
ments to American Immigrants. 

Crrr oF Mexico, July 24.—The Diario of 
Icalu publishes a Government concession for a 
colony on the shores of Tapalotampo Bay, 
Gult of Lower California, State of Sinaloa, an 


enterprise in which several thousand citizens 


of the United States buve a large pecuniary 
interest, and at the bead of which is Civil-En- 
gineer A, K. Owen. The document is of great 
length. It authorizes the survey and taking 
possession of government lands at Tapalptam- 
po Bay. The colony will be agricultural and 
industrial, and will be composed of at least 
fifty families. It is providea that the Spanish 
language must be taught in the elementary 
schools of the colony. Exemption ot duties 
on machinery and agricultural implements is 
granted tor ten years. The Governmeat will 
pay annually, for two years, $150 for each 
family settied, and for each single person not 
connected with any family the sum of $40 au- 
nually for two years. It is also provided that 
the company must run a steamer between 
Tapalotampo Bay and the Gulf of California 
and Pacific coast ports. It is the uten tion of 
the projectors of the enterprise to begin the 
settlement of the colony in October, and to 
establish the colony on Socialistic principles. 
Plans for laying out acity are already pre- 
pared.

ANOTHER LARD TANK EXPLODES. 


An Early Morning Accident at Armour’s 
Establishment at the Stock-Yards No 
Lives Lost—Damage Estimated at $5,000. 
This morning about 12:30 o’clock one of the 

lard tanks in the extensive packing-house of 

P. D. Armour at the Stock- Yards exploded with 

terrific force, creating damage to the building 

in which it was located estimated at not less 
than $4,500, and possibly $5,000. Three em- 
ployés who were in the buiidmg at the time, 
and not far from the tank at the time of 
the explosion,.were somewhat scalded, none 
of them, however, it is thought, fatally. 

The one the most injured is named Thomas 

Golden. The cause of the explosion is not 

known. That portion of the packing-house in

SALE OF THE BANKRUPT DUKE OF 
-MARLBOROUGH’S PICTURES. _— 


Dozens of Historic Works by Such Artists 
as Vandyke, Rembrandt, and Rubens 
Dispused Of, Mainly to Dealers at Prices 
Ranging from $200 to $36,000 Fach 
No Americans Among the Buyers—The 
mer and Fall. 2 

Lonpon, July 24.—{New York Herald’s Spe- 
cial Cabie.]-——-The final dispersion of the treas- | 
ures.of Blenheim Palace, the seat of the bank- 
rupt Duke of Marlborough, began this after- 
noon at the Christie auction-rooms in St. 


James’ street, near the Mariborough house. 
The lake Duke, through the same house, sold 
bis library, antique gems, and limoges enam- 
els. His successor bas already obtained $437,- 
500 for Raphael’s Madonna and Vandyke's 
Charles I.“ rar the National Gallery. 
What Rothschilds gave the Duke for 
the Rubens family grvups and for the 
„Garden of Hesperides,“ or what 
was paid for Piombo’s “Portrait of 
a Lady.“ or Sir Joshua Reynolds’ * Fortune- 
Teller” (all gone to wealthy. buyers) is 
unknown, but may be conjectured, when - 
it is remembered that all of these were 
but portions (twelve selected pictures) for 
whigh the present Duke last year asked 
$2,000,000. The approach of today's auction 
sale and those to foliow had excited the great- 
est interest in the Old and New Worlds. The 
registers of London hotels show many critics 
and picture-dealers from all the Conti- 
nental cities who have come to attend 
the sale, and they and the lead London 
dealers were grouped around the auctioneers. 
Artistic noblemen, private amateurs, and a few 
ladies, a sprinkling of American curiosity- 
mongers, omnipresent reporters, and several 
society men contributed to make up the re- 
mainder of the audience. These, woenever 
the best pictures were brought forward, would 
applaud. All seemed to feel the spirit of the 
great historie occasion with reminiscences 
reaching back to good Queen Anne. Auction- 
eer Woods, in manner and voice, was similarly. 
affected. He is dignified, not overpersuasive, 
with lingering cadenves. The first few paint- 
ings sold were by Dutch artists, and excited so 
little interest that it was feared the dull bid- 
ding presaged the failure of the auction. 

For the next eight pictures the prices ran 
from $382 for a portrait by Brauer to $250 for a 
seascape by Backhuysen. They went mainiy 
to English dealers. The first contest was over 
Gonzales Coque’s Dutch Family.” It started 
at $500 and was knocked down for $950, but on 
the claim of a double bid was restar and 
was finally sold for $2,550 to Sedelmeyer, a 
French dealer. A very excellent inn scene by 
Cuyp was next started at $2,500, which was 
raised on the second bid to $5,000, and was 
quickiy sold to Martin Colnaghi for $8,750. 
The dirst Vandyke sold was Saturn Clipping 
Cupid’s Wings,"’ and it went, after long and 
dull bidding, to Agnew, the Bond§street dealer 
for $1,850. He also got the next two Van- 
dykes, Virgin and Chiid,“ at $2,500 and $250 
respectively. Doyle, the Director of the Na- 
tional Gallery of Ireland, took the repulsive 
“St. Sebastian of Vandyke for $270. The 
next seven pictures, by Ferg,;Francke, Heemi- 
kirk,and Suchtenberg, sold at low prices, rang- 
ing from $90 to $280. A fine deep colored 
Huysum landscape broke the duli bidding. It 
stacted at $500 and rose rapidly to $1,300. 
Two unattractive Jordaens figure pieces 
were sold to a french dealer at low prices. 
Noseda, an Enelish dealer, got for $495 the 
only specimen of De Maas sold today. Next 
came a beautifully-finished landscape, full of 
minute and higbly-colored work, by Van Der 
Meer. it was sold to Warneck, the Paris deal- 
er, for $800. Another, larger, in duli colors, 
by the same painter, brought $1,450 by salting 
a private person first. An undoubted Rem- 
brandt, “A Woman Taken in Aduitery,”’ was 
started, after long hesitation, at low figures, 
and run up by bids of $25 and $50 
to $1,100 by Lesser, a Bond street 
dealer. The auctioneer here amused the 
audience by the prompt suppression of the un- 
fortunate person who ventured to bid only $5 
above the last Lid. 

Six Rottenbamers, several upon copper, were 
sold next, mainly to Agnew, the dealer, who 
paid from $110 to $800. One fine nude, Mars 
and Venus Ensnared by the Gods, sold low, 
$115. Another less good, but more decent 
nude Rottenbamer, sold for a considerably 


$60 to $750. The first Temers, a 
pale brown and green landscape, passed at $350 
into private bands. The second Teniers; a 
finely-drawn interior, started at $1,000, sold 
after spirited bidding for $2,750 to Colnacht, a 
dealer. The third Teniers, an unattractive 
caricature of three monkeys as monks, sold 
for $450 to Banting, a dealer, after rapid but 
small bids. The first serious contest of the 
afternoon came next over a Spanish Sea- 
port, by J. B. Weenix. This was among the 
pictures the British National Gallery wished to 
bug, but failed through lack of funds. 
The figures in 83s the foreground are 
large and capitally drawn but curious- 
ly Duteh for Spain. The auctioneer 
saw that Agnew, the degler, who was a member 
of Parliament in the last session, had his eye 
on the picture, and therefore created a laugh 
by asking why Agnew supported the Ministry 
in its refusal of a supply of funds to buy this 
painting for the nation. It started at $250, 
and by bids of $25 and $50 from many parts of 
the audience was finally sold to Agnew for 
$2,600. He also got an uncataloged Flemish 
painting, with lovely bits of drapery, for $1,200. 
Three excellent battle pictures by F. Donver- 
man were sold to Murray & Adams, dealers, at 
$370, $1,600, and $2,250. 

The audience, hitherto very quiet, drew a 
long breath as the first of the seventeen works 
of Rubens offered in the sale was put up. 
People settied themselves in their seats and 
prepared for long and excited contests. The 
auctioneer drew attention to the fact that these 
seventeen Rubenses were mainly presented to 
the great Duke of Marlborough by foreign 
Princes and cities, and were theretore 
now sold, first hand from Rubens’ easel. 
He said that in the whole forty years 
of service Coristies had not sold so many 
Rubens as would now be sold. A Madonna 
and Onild ’ was first put up, and the buyers 
looked a long time silently at the lovely face 
of the Madonna. After great besitation $500 
was offered. This caused laughter, and bids of 
$250 and $500 each quickly raised the price to 
$6,800, and thereat it was sold to Davis, a 
dealer. The second Rubens, a Holy Fam- 
ily,” with the Madonna in the same brilliant 
red robe, shining through black drapmgs, but 
the obild almost wizened, started at $1,000 and 
sold for $2,300. Rubens’ “Adoration of the 
Magi,” an enormous canvas wit ugly-faced 
fitures, started at $5,000, was raised by two 
bids to $7,500, and sold to Adams, the dealer. 
The Rt.-Hon. Cavendish Bentinck, by a single 
quick bid of $2,600, got Rubens’ Meleager 
Presenting the Wild Boar to Atalanta. This 
was considerea the cheapest purchase of the 
day.

I ex- 
pected that some of the Anarchists would fol- 
low suit ana send their bombs flying against 
the enemy. Well, their dynamite talk bas 
been all brag, or if the testimony of the in- 
formers 1s to be believed it proves at least that 
they either failed to have the courage of 
their vonvictions or showed an astounding 
lack of presence of mind. I hope the 
example I have set with my one little disas- 
trous bomb will teach the organized revolu- 
tionists in future outbreaks to trust implicitly 
to that weapon.

THE RAIN GAGE. 

In the main room are aleo several telegraph 
instruments, used chiefly for practice by the 
observers, it being required that they shall be 
competent to receive fifteen words per minute. 
To many persons the arrangement of caution- 
ary and storm signals is comparatively well 
understood, magy eaterprising business- 
bouses in the city displaying the cautionary 
signals. Storm or caunonary signals are dis- 
played oy the signal service on Carpenter's 
warehouse aud the lake crib. The wind di- 
rection and velocity signals are b visted as cau- 
tionary against a wind that will be dangerous 
to ali classes of vessels, when a wind is expected 
of a velocity of thirty-five miles per bour on the 
water within a radius of 100 miles of the station 
where the flags are hoisted. The direction 
signal is given above the cautionary signal 
when easterly winds are expected and beiow 
for westerly winds. The biack stripe above 
the white is hoisted when northerly winds are 
expected and below for southerly winds. 
When the cautionary flag alone 16 hoisted this 
indicates that the probabie direction of the 
wind is doubtful. The “on-shore’’ sienal is 
hoisted only on the lakes when a wind on the 
water of twenty to thirty-five miles velocity 
per hour is expeeted to blow on sbore; that is, 
a wind which is dangerous to vessels, barges, 
and tows.

Besides baving the entire man- 
agement of the Chicago office be bas under his 
supervision fourteen sub-stations, among 
which are those located at St. Joe, Muskegon, 
Ludington, Manistee, and Sheboygan. At all 
of these atations signals are displayed when 
necessary, a man receiving pay at the rate of 
80 cents per day from the Government. He 
has also frequently toinstruct some of his as- 
sistants in the duties required, although the 
men are obliged to passa rigid examtuation 
at Fort Myers; near Washington, before being 
enlisted in the service, the applicants being ex- 
autnedin mathematics; geography, grammar, 
algebra, trigonometry, physics, bistory, and 
international law. If the slightest mistake oc- 
curs in the Chi office, made by one of the 
men, the erroris charged up to Sergt. Buell 
personally. One of the chief items in the busi- 
ness of the office is the correspondence, which 
is exceedingly, large, many persons laboring 
under the idea that the Signai-Service ofiice is 
afree bureau of iaformation. Among the 
communications whieh Sergt. Buell recently

‘A MAN OF GREAT NERVE: 


| BROTHER SURGEONS REMOVE A TUMOR 


FROM A SUFFERER’S MOUTH, 


An Exceedingly Delicate and Painful Opera- 
tion, Which Was Finally Successful—The 
Ineffectual Use of Anmwsthetics and the 
Value of a Grim Determination Which 
Was Not to Be Shaken by Repeated 

New Tonk, July 24.— [Special. —It is only 
upon rare occasions that one surgeon bas the 


‘opportunity to practice his art upon one of 


hig fellows, but when stich an occasion pre- 
sents itself great care is taken to let the un- 
fortunate physician know just how itis bim- 
self. The great difficulty among surgeons is 
to get one surgoon to cut another, but when 
one is bold enough to undertake the job the 
“fur files’ and blood is spilled with a grim 
sort of humor. 

Au opportunity for retaliative surgery oc 
curred recently in the case of Dr. S., who was 
for many years a prominent specialist in lung 
diseases, but who retired from active practice 
about five years ago and went to live abroad. 
For a long time previous to giving up bis at- 
tention to medicine be had been troubled with 
a éwelling in nis throat. It was on the inside, 
below the tongue. Being a busy man, and as 
the swelling did not result in serious incon- 
venience, the doctor did not pay any atten- 
tion to it, though he occasionally spoke of it 
to his medical bretbren. Several attempts 
were made to determine its character, but ite 
identity remained undetermined. It was one 
of those stupid sort of affairs that did not give 
any particular signs of ite nature, Dr. 8. 
had one bad habit, which, as is usual in such 
cases, was his chief pleasure during his busiest 
hours and in his moments of recreation. He 
wis an inveterate user of the weed. When he 
could not smoxe be would chew tobacco, and 
the way he used this Sal-va-making compound 
would make the average citizen turn pale at 
the bare suggestion. The swelling in bis throat 
whs considered by his medical friends to be the 
result of this habit, which was formed when a 
youth, and bad been kept up for nearly forty 
years. In what manner the tobacco produced 
this effect it “was not attempted by any one 
seriousiy to explain. The only argument was 
that there was the swelling and there was the 
tobacco habit. 

Dr. S. ridiculed the idea that the tobacco was 
the cause of this specific disease, and believed 
that his robustness of constitution was due 
largely to the effect of nicotine upon his nerv- 
ous system, His endurance was much above 
the average man, and be’ had no end of 
strength. He left the shores of America ac 
companied by the best wishes of his friends 
aud patrons for a journey to Europe, not for- 
getting to make provision for a never-ending 
supply of his favorit brands of tobacco. Dur- 
iug the first three years in the Old World he 
traveled extensively ana sent over thrilling ac- 
counts of his travels toa medical journal. 
Then the sleeping swelling in bis throat woke 
up and began to take ona definit shape. In 
ite quiescent state it was pleasant to carry 
around, but it soon became a troublesome com- 
panion after u took a notion to become of age 
of the jump. The doctor did not like it at all, 
aud the local treatment which was used in the 
effort to get rid of the growth being ineffect- 
ive did not add much to his cheerfulness. Get- 
ting no relief from surgeons abroad he came 
bome about eignateen months ago. He left a 
cargo of tobacco on the other side. He had no 
further use forit. The babit of his life was 
abandoned, not that be believed that it was in- 
jurious, but because his wife objected to it, so 
be claimed, 

Bince his return home he has been riding in 
the seething waves of torment, A well-defined 
tumor bas been developed trom the swelling, 
with the pedicle attached to the left side of the 
base of the tongue. It was a dependent tumor 
and pear-shaped. Its progress was returded 
somewhat by absorbent treatment, but it kept 
on all the same. During the last three months 
it picked up courage and grew rapidly. As 
the tumor nuus in the throat when the bead 
was placed in a certain position it swung 
around so as to obstruct me air passage into 
the trachea. This bad to be continually guara- 
ed against, and the only way it could de done 
was by the exercise of a constant watchful- 
ness on the part of the sufferer. This was very 
wearing on his strength and vitality, and the 
robust coustitution gradyally faded away un- 
der the mental worriment. Duriug the night 
the danger was the greatest. The dpoc- 
ter bad to go to sleep Once in a while, 
and was frequentiy awakened by a vio- 
lent spasmodic contraction in the throat 
at tho tumor tried to slip past the épi- 
glottis and get down into the lung. 
The constant dread of suffocation was some- 
thing terrible. Ifthe sick man had not been 
an eminent physician and only an ordinary, 
everyday patient at a hospital he could, have 
had his trouble ended long before it was. But 
his medical friends, in fear that some mistake 
might be made in the operation, were ioath to 
take hold of it, and particularly as the old 
doctor bad an aversion to ether and would not 
take it under any circumstances, They sought 
to encourage the idea that it would stop grow- 
ing in time and the throat would accommodate 
itself to the pressure of the tumor, and in- 
voluntarily prevent suffocation. But the doc- 
tor grew desperate atter sitting up night end 
aay for a week, and swore with something 
like his youthful vigor that if no one else 
would come to his assistance be would oper- 
aig upon bimseif. This melted one of his 
friends and the operation was decided upon. 

It was performed about a week ago at the 
patient’s house. He had passed a night of ter- 
rible suffering, the muscular tension seem- 
ing to have been relaxed and the 
tumor was kept at the entrance of the 
air passage. It was only by the greatest 
effort that the old doctor Kept up his breath- 
ing. In the early morning the physicians came 
with their instruments. The patient was ready 
for them. One of the attendants brought out 
the ether cone, as if the ether was to be given 
as a matter of course. The old doctor winked 
and shook bis bead. He said be would stand 
all the pain they would give him. Then bo- 
caine was suggested, and, as the patient did 
not object, the 4 per cent solution of this opal 
angesthetic was applied to his throat with a 
Small prush. The applications were continued 
for twenty minutes, and the upper part of the 
throat and mouth were anmsthetized, or at 
least appeared to be. 
placed in the patient’s mouth as far back as 
possibie, and the tumor could be plainly seen 
dangiing around the vocal chords. While the 
patient’s mouth was held wide open by 
an assistant a pair of specially-constructed 
forceps were introduced and slowly passed 
down throat. They had hardly got into 
the throat before there was a violent spasm. 
The muscular tissue in the throat, as if angered 
at the intrusion of the instrument, ciosed 
around it with a grip of iron. This prevented 
the air from pass ing into the juugs. The oper- 
atang surgeon became red in the face with bis 
exertion to get the forceps out of the throat, 
while the patient turned black and struggied 
violently to break the spasm, It seemed as if 
he must die, when suddenly the muscles re- 
laxed and the forceps were withdrawn. The 
patient was greatly exhausted but smiled faint- 
ly when the firet rush. of air went into bis 
lungs. He revived ina féw moments and re- 


marked to the operating surgeon that se Peo 
en 


Work. The surgeon tried it again, but the 
instant the forceps touched the rima giottidis 
the spasm appeared and the instrument was 
seized again before it could be removed, It 
was a harder spasm than the one that pre- 
It lasted. longer and relief did not 
geome until the patient became unconscious. 
Liberal doses of stimulants were given bypo- 
dermically to overcome the shock, and finally 
the patient opened his eres and smiled. He 
knew from the scared look On the doctors’ 
faces what a struggle they had had, and sym- 
pathized with them. When it was suggested 
that the operation be postponed until another 
day when the patient would be stronger, he 
pretested that he would not wait any longer, 
as he might as well be killed by the doctors as 
to be suffocated in bed, They tried wen to in- 
troduce the forceps again, and the result was 
the same as it had been before. This time the 
#pasm was broken quicker by giving the 
patient an inhalation of ether, He kicked

The doctors wanted to quit. The patient in- 
fisted on their continuing the job, although 
his strength was fast giving out. His courage 
was there, however, ana though he fuffered 
the most terribie torture nota word of com- 
plaint escuped his lips. The patieat asked bo- 
fore the doctors again began to move bis chair 
#o that his feet coul reach a door, Then he 
braced his legs and held on to a broom-bandie 
which bad been placed behind Bis back with 
both hands. When the forceps started on 
their trip down his throat again the patient 
¢losed bis eyes, exerted all bis strength in bis 
arms and legs, stiffened the external museies 
jn the neck, and exerted the wil power against 
jhe return of the spasm.

Prayers were offered 
for his entire cure, A woman who seven 
montns ago fell and broke ber leg and was 
cured by prayer a few days ago fell again and 
sprained her ankle, and she requested prayers 
for relief. Requests were also received from 
Obio for a man suffering from heart-disease 
and his wife from nervous chilis and general 
debility. A converted Jew requested prayers 
for his unconverted wife. A letter was re- 
ceived from Groveland, Mass., for an afflicted 
family who one year ago received an answer 
to prayer. Prayers were also asked for a 
young woman who left ber bome and went into 
Romanism and who became disappointed in 
love, the latter causing iosanity. Brother 
Ellis reported four or five men being saved 
from alcohol and two or three from tobacco, 
In bis experience, he said, the men get rid of 
whisky quicker than of finecut, 


ALL THE TROOPS ARE HOME, 


Return of the First Infantry and the First 
Cavalry Regiments Yesterday—The De- 
lights and Discomforts of Camp Life at 
Springfield, 3 
Hot, tired, and dusty, but wonderfully gia 

to be at home, the First Regiment turned out 
of a Chicago & Alton special train at the Canal 
Street Depot at 5 o’clock yesterday. Simply 
to assure tneir Chicago friends that they were 
Still alive after the tour of camp duty a brief 
parade was determined upon, and they 
marched east on Adams to La Salle street, 
thence to Washington, to Dearborn, to Mon- 
rove, east to Michigan avenue, and to 
their armory. The cavalry left their camp 
‘shortly atter 4 o’clock yesterday morning and 
came in over the lilinois Central Road. They, 
too, made a short parade and went to their 
homes to clean up. The officers of these two 
commands were about the only ones of the 
whole brigade who made any progress towards 
social recognition in Springfield. At the camp 
concert Friday night at the cavalry headquar- 
ters, at Mrs. Knox’s reception at the Revere 
House, and at the reception given at the resi- 
dence of Dr. Fowler to A Company, the 
society people of the Capital town met 
the militia men, the latter 
were most delightfully entertained in 
All cases. These two commands, as they staid 
longer, probably derived more benefit from 
the encampment than any of the others, for 
they put in more time upon the rifle range, 
and the troopers had an opportunity to try 
their hands at actual riding.

The Lotos was started years ago for the pur- 
pose of entertaining distinguished actors and 
then gettmg them to recite for the edification 
of the limited membership, But the business 
element that was attracted to the Lotos by 
these entertainments in due time crowded out 
the actors by making the expenses too heavy 
for them; and then the Arcadian was pro- 
vided, and for atime, as long as the organizers 
were in control, it was the rallying point of 
the prominent American and Visiting actors. 
The amalgamation of the Arcadian and the 
Palette resulted in a hybrid concern, which 
slowly but surely drifted into bankruptcy, 
leaving to the Lotos the care of. the visiting 
and the prominent American actor. The Lotos, 
however, sidce its removal from its cozy and un- 
pretentious birthplace on Irving place, adjoin- 
ing the Academy of Music,to its present palatial 
quarters on Fifth avenue, opposit the dignified 
and baughty Union, was too expensive and 
aristocratic for the average actor, and a new 
club, especially for mem, called the Lambs, 
was organized by a coterie of the admirers of 
the late Henry J. Montague, who had been in 
the habit of assembling every fortnight ata 
supper. The Lambs admitted actors free of 
initiatidn’ if they would pay their du 

recite for them whenever wanted at their 
monthly dinner—and for atime this club be- 
came the headquarters of the actors, especially 
tnose from England, Mr. Lester Wallack being 
the Shepherd. Then the Washington Club, 
which is a mutual admiration coterie founded 
by ex-Congressman Roberts, decided to admit 
actors free gratis for nothing, in order to ob- 
tain their services at their semi-monthly re- 
unions. The actors, however, bave never 
taken kindly or numerously to the Wasbing- 
ton, and it is whispered that whenever Bur- 
bank. Wilder, or Frank Lincoln appear there 
they are always handed a check the same as at 
the Harmonic Club or anywhere they are 
regularly engaged to entertain. There is a 
great competition between the various clulé 
for the company of the actors; there is since 
the New York Yacht Club, the Blossom 
Club, and the Athietic adopted the 
pian originated by the Lotos of these musical 
aud dramatic entertainments. With the actor 
it is literally a case of no song, no supper. 
for he is invited to contribute to the enter- 
tainment by asonggnd recitation, and if he 
does pot comply it ig needless to add is not in- 
vited again. The Lambs, by keeping an actor 
at their bead, can always rely on a limited fol- 
lowing: the Lotos has concluded to admit 
actors at half-rates, white the Yacht Club and 
Athletic freely extend courtesies to them. 
Now comes the announcement of the organ- 
ization of two actors’ clubs the Mohican, of 
which Mr, Rudolph Aronson, manager of the 
Casino, is President, and another not yet 
named, of witich Mr, Daniel Frohman, man- 
ager of the Lyceum Theatre, will be President. 
It is not likely, however, that the two new as- 
sociations will amount to much more than 
limited mutual admiration societies of their 
officers, and that the actors will continue to be 
caught by the epicurean suppers of the Lotos, 
the Yacht, or the Lambs. The bealtby finan- 
cial condition and prosperity of the Lotos wili 
probably long, bring that institution to the 
fore with its grand entertaiuments. .

It might even be called a stormy and spirited 
dispite. There was nore of the finesse and 
adroitness displayed by the polished Parisians. 
Mr. Laird opened his logical address by the 
proposition that Mr. Cobb was a party to whom 
several opprobrious epithets might with all 
justice be applied. Mr. Cobb wittily retorted 
that Mr. Laird was a so-and-so, to which Mr.

for living was entirely inadequate—or words 


to that effect. Mr. Cobb then made a motion 
that Mr. Laird's eye be blackened. [Car- 
ried.] Mr. Cobb next moved that Mr. Laird 
be lald on the table, a measure which the lat- 
ter gentieman contested so vigorously that 
Mr. Cobb's nasal organ was grievously dam- 
aged. Miscellaneous business was then taken 
up, In the course of which syliogisms of fist:- 
cuts were freely indulged in by both states- 
men. When the gentlemen finally concluded 
their debate their honor was satisfied, but it 
was at the expense of their personal appear- 
ance. While in this controversy there was less 
gailantry and—shall it be said —lese refine- 
ment than in the French discussion, there was 
much of that rugged manliness— that sturdy 
firmness of purpose—that characterizes the 
American statesman wherever he may be 
found.

The methods of conducting the noble game

There is 
the Detroit style, for instance, by the tenets 
of which a visiting club is to be ** hoodooed" 
in every possible way, by yells, cat-calis, hisses, 
and that acme of the violation of sporting 
etiquet, the introauction of a mascotte 
born with teeth.’’ Then there is the Cincin- 
nati fashion, which requires that every decision 
made by tse umpire against tke home club 
shall be greeted with hostile demonstrations of 
a malicious character, calculated to hurt the 
foelings and damage the anatomy of that 
much-enduring martyr. 


The position of umpire at a ball match ip 
Cincinnati is probabiy as unenviable as any 
known in the category of trades and profes- 
gions.

AN ENGLISH DESIGNER UTILIZES THE 
POLITICAL CR¥ FOR A CRUET.

1886.—{Special Correspond- 
ence of The Tridune.j—A year ago I saw ex- 
posed for sale in the windows of a fashionable 
stationer’s in Bond street here what struck me 
as the final efflorescence of British bad taste;

stitched bandkerchief and with a monogram in 
the corner in imitation of embroidery. When 
I was back again in New York I had offered to 
me a thin brass tray intended to bola cigars, 
and laboriously bam mered in imitation of alli- 
gator skin; I felt it my duty to take back the 
bard things I had said about the handkerc 
note and to confess that honors are easy. 
But I have now seen in Bond street 
again a specimen of the English de- 
signer’s judgment which casts into the 
shade even the brass alligator skin. This 
is a utilization of the political cry, Three 
acres and a cow,” a8 a stand for pepper and 
salt.

There are the Royal 
Academy and the Grosvenor Gallery, the two 
water-color exhibitions, those of the Society 
of British Artists and of the New English Art 
Club. These are hospitable to a host of artists. 
‘Then there areas many collections of a single 
artist's works; there is the perennial Doré 
Gallery. with the huge colored iliustrations 
which Doré firmly believed to be the great 
pictures. There is a gathering of the works of 
Mr. Holman Hunt, a representative English 
artist, who is unfortunately not a painter at 
all; and there is another of the works of Mr. 
Edwin Long, R. A., whose pictures sell for 
very high prices in the islands and are un- 
known anywhere across the siiver streak of 
sea. There is a collection illustrating ** Life 
in Paris,” by M. J. J. Tissot, a Frenchman, who 
knew bow to paint once, but who cathe to live 
ix England and lost his faculty ana bardened 
his taste. There was Mr. Whistler's collection 
of “netes,” harmonies, nocturues, re- 
cently on view in bis Arrangement in Brown 
and Gold. There is a so-called * Salon Fa- 
risian,” chiefly filled with the diabolically 
clever work of M. Jan Van Beers, a Parisian 
Dutebman, who has evidently a high contempt 
tor the British public and who amuses himseif 
and starties it by studio jokes of an 
sorts. He has draperies shrouding ghastly 
paintings, and dividing them from bighly col- 
ored nudities which have no need tebe. He 
bas cuciously contorted Japanese masks bere 
and there, and some of these bave a lens let 
into the mouth, and through this you look at 
a pictoriai borror, a gory decapitation or a 
grim scene of torture. The master of this 
peep-sbow is a master showman and he suc- 
ceeds in surprising and shocking his stray 
visitors, 

Mr. Whistier, in his “Arrangement in 
Brown and Gold,“ as he calis his show, is also 
a showman with a certain contempt for his 
public. But Mynbeer Van Beers is but a 
clever charlatan and Mr. Whistier is an artist 
of remarkable genius. There were seventy- 
five little bite of pictures bung around the 


little room which Mr. Whistler had decorated 


with most refreshing taste. Few, if any, 
were as large as twelve inches square. They 
were pencil drawings, water-colors, pen-and- 
ink sketches, and oil paintimgs, Some of them 
justified the charges of Ruskin and of the Rus- 
kinnikins—as Mr. Frederic Harrison has calied 
the feebie followers of the master of Braut- 


wood. Some ot them were violent, some were 


forced, some were mere hasty memorandy ms, 
some were empty, some recalled the artist's 
answer to a friend as to how he dared to ask 
15 guineas for a littlescrap of asketch; ** Why 
not?“ be returned; “it must have taken me 
quite fifteen minutes to do!“ (And this, by 
the way, reminds me of the delightfully Hi- 
bernian criticism that Mr. Whistier “sat so 
much at his own feet he could see nobody 
else’s head.“) And then, besides these un- 
worthy things, there were things which no 
other living painter could do, and things which 
any other living painter might be giad to do. 
There was a tiny little water-color, “ Fiesh- 
color and Gray—Redcap,” which is simply 
masterly; a young English artist, who has 
been studying for four or five years ia Paris, 
praised it to me as one of the few good nudes 
of this century.“ There are a dozen water- 
colors of the sands at Dieppe, than which 
nothing clearer, truer, more genuine, simple, 
or delightful has ever been done. Of course, 
Mr. Whistler's great gift is hig faculty of see- 
Ing one side of a thing under otie light at a 
single glance and in setting down that unity of 
impression by resolutely and skillfully ignor- 
ing everything else—that isto say, by exclud- 
ing all the difficulties of an adequate, or, at 
least, of an elaborate treatment of the sub- 
ject. Butthis is no easy trick to be learned 
over night by whoso wills. 

Mr. Whistler ts an American of whom one 
may justly feel proud; he bas his limitations— 
no man has more—but,he stands on bis own 
feet and he is some y. There are not a few 
other American painters exhibiting their pict- 
ures in London this year, although they are 
far fewer than those who exhibit at the Salon. 
Naturally enough, the American painter who 
wishes to be known outside of his own coun- 
try prefers to appeal to the world at large in 
the Salon at Paris rather than to the merely 
local audience of London. Despite its com- 
parative smaliness, the American contingent 
in London is large enough to make an impres- 
sion. At the Royal Academy there are two or 
three pictures by Mr. Jobn 8. Sargent, whose 
is perbaps the most powerful personality 
among all the American exbibiters this year. 
His chief canvas is a large life-size group of 
the three Miss Vickers. I may mote here that 
it has been very well engraved On wood for a 
recent number of the Parisian Revue Mustree. 
To the average spectator this group is not as 
pleasing as a single portrait in white and crim- 
son shown in another room; ft 1s a little too 
unconventional, a little too daring in its ab- 
ruptness. But it is delightful in its certainty 
of touch, in tts swiftness of execution, and in 
its broad simplicity; and even the extreme 
Philistine must confess the charm of the young 
lady on the right of the canvas. At tne Acad- 
emy Mr. Boughton has a tender and graceful 
female figure, and Mr. Biashfield, whose nobie 
and truly Ameri Autumn is fn the Salon.

TO RIDE 9? OR TO 90 DRIVE.“ 


Conflicting Opinions as to the Correct Usage 
of These Words. 
Boston Herald; A young woman having ap- 
pealed to the Sun for the correct usage of the 
words ride and drive, that authority informed 
her that if a young woman goes out on horse- 
back witha young man she rides with bim; 
butif she goes with him ina carriage ora 
‘buggy’ she drives with him.“ From this die- 
tum the Washington Post dissents, declaring 
that there is no foundation for it, either in 
grammar or in best current usage. Asa 
matter of fact, it says, one does ride in a 
carriage, and usually be does not drive, but 
It will 


answer wellenough in Kngland, where eques- 
trians are common, to make the discrim- 
ination which the Sun explains, but 
it has po application to this country, where 
there are more who ‘ride’ on bicycles than on 
horseback.” The usage in this part of the 
country among many cultivated people who 
are not mere verbal dudes and rhetorical ex- 
quisits ’’ sanctions the distinction made by the 
Sun. But there 16 no authority for it in the 
best English dictionary. Stormoutb gives the 
words as synonymous. A ride“ is “an ex- 
cursion on horseback or in a vehicie,"’ and to 
ride is to be borne or carried along, as in a 
carriage or on borseback."’ A drive“ is, ac- 
cording to the same authority, a ride or ex- 
cursion in a carriage: while the vero sig- 
nifies to guide or regulate, as the horses 
in a carriage.” This would seem to limit 
the driving to the one who drives, 
all others in the carriage simply riding. The 
obvious and root meaning is commonly the 
best. One certainly rides, but does not drive, 
on borseback; be rides, but may not drive, in 
a vehicle. To say that you have been out 
„ driving’ conveys plainly enough the fact 
that you have been in a carriage. y that 
you have been “riding” may require b de- 
scriptive word to tell tne whole story. It was 
this fact, probably, which led the country folks 
to say ** buggy-ridmg” and * borseback-rid- 

„„ The latest word; “ horsebacking,”’ is 
dreadful. The sum of the matter is that it is 
correct to say either to drive” or to ride” 
to indicate an “excursion in a carriage "’; and 
that to indicate an equestrian excursion plain- 
ly one must say in the saddle or “on 
horseback.”’

One Result of Dilke’s Downfall. 

Lonpon, July 24.—|Editor of The Tribune.] 
~ A star has fallen from the sky of English 
politics. Sir Charles Dilke, condemned by the 
verdict of the jury, bas published an address 
announcing his determination to withdraw 
from public life. He still protests that be is 
absolutely innocent of the charges, but after 
the decision of the jury he believes tnere is 
nothing left bim but to give up public life. 
1 am deeply sorry for this on personal ana 
public grounds. Sir Charles Duke bas 
always been a friend of the [Irish cause 
and lately broke away from” his 
frend and colleague, Chamberlain, to support 
Mr. Gladstone and vote for home rule. I have 
known him personally for twenty years. He 
was a slender, fair-faced youth when I first 
came to know him. I have no intention of 
impeaching the verdict of the jury or of dis- 
cussing the details of the case, but one’s per- 
sonal knowledge of aman must count with 
bim for something, and the decision of a Brit- 
ish jury has never, so far as 1 
know; been held to be infailible. I 
cannot but admit, and Dilke himself admits, 
that the evidence went terribly against 
him. Duke himself said yesterday, when the 
verdict had been given, that he did not see 
how the jury could avoid finding bim guilty of 
the charges. With such evidence against him 
it was simply the question: Do you believe 
the statements of these several persons or the 
denial of this one man?’’ Well, I know most 
or all of the people who were conspicuous 
in the case, and 1 make my personal choice as 
to belief. I cau only say that I went to visit 
Dilke yesterday immediate.y after the ver- 
dict, and had a long talk with him; that 
IT endeavored to induce him to give up one at 
least of his resolves concerning his connection 
with English public lite, and that I grasped bis 
band on parting. Hie fall is like that of a 
tower. He stood high above every other rising 
English statesman. But for what bas hap- 
pened he must have been Prime Minister after 
Gladstone. He would bave had hardly evena 
vompetitor for the position. He bad made 
his whole life one of training for 
political success and had sought experience 
of the most varied kind. He bad traveled all 
over the world. He knew most of the Euro- 
pean countries as well as be knew his own, and 
bad worn the Geneva Cross on many a battle 
feld in order to see something of the battle 
and campaign. He was intimately acquainted 
with politics and pubiic men in Europe, 
America, Austrelia, and the East. He knew 
Russia as weil as Turkey, India, and China, 
and was to all appearances actually cut out for 
the part of Piime Minister who could also be 
Secretary of Foreign Affairs. He is still what 
we in English politics considet a young man 
only in his 48d year, and now as Evelyn says 
of Charles the Second, All is in the dust.“ 


| The whole story of Enylish public life contains 


no other example of such a career thus cut 
short of so splendid arise and so sudden and 
terrible a fall. 

Meaawhile Lord Salisbury is engaged in 
formiag an Administration, and his friends in 
the club-rooms and drawing-rooms dre be- 
ginning to talk very bia about the things 
he is to do—such as form a Very 
strong Government, get rid of all the 
old fogies of former Tory Administrations, in- 
fuse a vast quantity of new blood, and general- 
ly speaking make us, his opponents, ** sit up,“ 
as London slang phrase would put it. No 
doubt he will get rid of some of the old fogies. 
Sir Richard Cross will be snot like rubbish into 
the House of Lords. But where are 
the new men to come trom? 1 do not even 
bear of any new man of promise among the To- 
ries. Peopie in drawing-rooms talk of coercion, 
but people in the Cabinet councils know bet- 
ter than to talk or think anything of the kind. 
The great majority of the Liberal secessionists 
are pledged as deeply against coercion as 
Gladstonians, or, for that matter, the Nation- 
alists themselves. The Salisbury Ministry 
would be pitched out at once if they tried any 
policy of coervion in Ireland. They will not 
try anytbimg of the kind. They will endeavor 
to tide over the next session with some sort 
of land scheme, and if they remain in office 
until the following session will by that time 
bave educated the party and. go in for home 
rule. 

There is some talk of Lord Charles Beres- 
ford, the fighting sailor of the Nile and the 
Soudan, for Irish Secretary. It is hardly seri- 
ous, I should think, and yet I don’t know where 
they could find a better man fur the position 
in which, under the present circumstances, no 
genius and no statesmanship could bear fruit. 
For myseif, I would rather see Lord Beresford 
in office as Irish Secretary than one 
of the regular dead-beat Tory poli- 
ticians. Lord Beresford is a é galiant 
dashing sailor. He is an Irishman who never 
denies his country, is popular among all men, 
and never patronized aman in all his life. He 
would just as warmiy shake bands with an 
Irish peasant as with an Irish Peer. He does 
not care three straws about politics and does 
not know enough about the Dublin Castle 
traditions to bold them in the slightest rever- 
ence. Of course, he is not a man of any polit- 
al ability or experience whatever; but of 
what possible use are ability and ex- 
perience in an attempt to govern Ire- 
land on Tory principies? We shall 
never again in Ireland take a Chief Secretary 
seriously unless we know that he is commis- 
sioned to prepare a sebeme of bome-rule, 
“send us your clever men, your statesmen,” 
such would be my advice to Lord Salisbury. 
* But if you are not ready for that just at 
this moment, send us some jolly good fellow 
who, as Mrs. Bertram in ‘Guy Mannering’ 
says of the old-fashioned coilector of excise, 
*Will sing bis song aud take his drink and 
draw his salary. and give no trouble to bimseli 
or anybody else. 

Lord Charies Beresford would do quite well.

In either case 
Astbdourne will be the real manager as ge 
Irish Chaneellor, and in either case the Viceroy 
will be a dummy in bis bands. The main ob- 
stacle in the way of sending Mr. Smith is the 
fact that he 1s committed to asweeping scheme 
of land-purchase which the Tories bave just 
been parading through the country districts es 
the sinful device of Mr. Gladstone. At present 
‘the Duke of Abercorn is the most talked of 
as Viceroy on the silly theory that because 
his father was personally popular in Ireland a 
dozen years ago tte will be welcomed by the 
populace now. it would take about forty- 
eight hours in Dublin to reatize the vastness 
of this fallacy. 

There is a good deal of the loose talk about 
grappling the nettle at once and sending Lord 
Wolseley as Viceroy, with Lord Charies Beres- 
ford as Chief Secretary. Perhaps, after ail, 
this might be the shortest cut to a settlement 
of some sort, for this twain would hopestiy 
represent just what the Tory- Unionist compact 
means. The fire-eaters in the Tory press are 
in full feather just now, insisting that the 
recent vote means puttime the screws 
on Ireland, and, necessary, the 
two other Celtic Kingdoms, too 
There is to be a brave rattling of swords 
abroad. This time Lord Salisbury will go into 
power with a jingo Commons at- his back, On 
a vote against Russia he could have fully 350 
supporters, and perhaps more. Hence, from 
the very start the British Lion will show all bis 
teeth and lash his tail on the smallest pretext. 
Russia has been rather free of late in affording 
these pretexts. Lord Salisbury can bave a 
choice among tne closing of Batoum, the seilz- 
ure of Lazareff, and the rumored quaggel on 
the Afghan frontier. There is unquesGonably 
something in the air on the other side of the 
channel which diplomatic observers are nerv- 
ous about. 


MRS. CLEVELAND'S CHARITY. 


Heading a Movement to Rescue Poor Wash- 
ington Children from the Summer Heat— 
The Begging Letters with Which She Is 
Overwhelmed, : 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 22.—[Special Cor- 


respondence.|—It seems that Mrs. Cleveland 


is taking the lead in Washington charities as 
well as in its society. Since she came here sbe 
has performed many private acts of benevo- 
lence and contributed liberally toward the 
Flower Mission and other charitable organiza- 
tions. Now she proposes to organize a society 
of ladies in official circles for the purpose of 
raising funds to send the poor children of the 
city to the seashore as often as possible during 
the heated term. There is already a society 
bere which has for its object to give the littie 
ones a week in the country occasionally, 
but there has been little vigor 
in the movement, and, as a consequence, very 
few children can get a breath of fresh air 
through its efforts. Mrs. Cleveland is gotng 
into this work beartily, so that by the time sbe 
leaves the city the organization will be on.a 
firm basis, with funds enough in the treasury 
to at least set the project in motion. Many 
people think that Washington, with its wide 
avenues, abundance of trees, and comfortabie- 
looking dwellings, bas no nests of poverty and 
sickness sucht as are found in larger cities. Mrs. 
Cleveland has foucd out differently in ber long 
drives, and she is determined to use ber posi- 
tion as well as ber private resources to help 
the little sufferers who bave been born anc 
reared in alleys without ever having seen, ver- 
haps, a blade of grass. She bas already con- 
ferred with some of the Cabinet ladies and 
other leaders in society, and has found them 
enthusiastically in tavor of the project. A 
meeting will be held soon at which steps will 
be taken towards permant organization. Funds 
will not be slow forthcoming. The President 
will of course contribute since she is so earnest 
about the matter. Mrs. Whitney, who will be 
Mrs. Cleveiand'’s chief assistant, has promised 
to interest her frieads in the movement. She 
will, no doubt, contribute largely, too. Mrs. 
Endicott, Mrs. Vilas, and Mrs. Manning have 
jntormed the mistress of the White House that 
they will do all in their power to further her 
charitable intentions, while” wealtbier citizens 
of Washington declare that they had long 
hoped for such a movement and would belp it 
along giadly. 

When Mrs. Cleveland’s intentions are made 
public it is probable that ture will be a con- 
siderable increase in tne number of 
begging letters that come to her daily. 
Already she is overwhelmed with 
them. They are probably the first 
taste she bas received of the bitterness 
mingled with the sweets of high station. Her 
mail has of late become larger than that of 
many public men. Being youtlifu] and inex- 
perienced, she reads all the letters, and they 
trouble her greatly. If she received only 
purely begging letters, ber course of action 
could be easily regulated, but she is troubied 
with letters from women, and sometimes from 
men, asking ber help to obtain or retain some 
position in the Government employ. These 
applicants know that sbe is a young ard 
tender-hearted girl, ana, after baving failed in 
other directions, they make piteous appeals to 
her for assistance. A Cabinet lady said a few 
days ago that one morning when sbe called at 
the White House she found Mrs. Cleveland 
pondering over a lengthy letter, while 
Others were in her lap. Tears were 
in her eyes as she appealed to her 
Visitor to read the letter and tell ber what to 
do. The letter was found to de a most piti- 
ful appeal from a woman who had been dis- 
missed from the Agricultural Bureau on ac- 
count of insufficient appropriation. The 
woman recited that her distnissal had reduced 
her to such abject poverty that she was forced 
to sell her bed in order to procure tood for 
berself and children, and she would have to go 
to the poorbouse unless she could get employ- 
ment atonce. She then wenton to beg Mrs. 
Cleveland to talk to her husband of the mat- 
ter, and concluded with some adroit remin- 
iscences of the time when sbe was a happy 
bride herself. “I told Mrs. Cleveland,“ said 
the Cabinet lady. that if she began to inter- 
est berself in such applications there would be 
no end to ber troubles, and that while the in- 
dividual in question seemed to deserve pity, I 
Saw no way of belpme ber except by purse 
charity. Mrs. Cleveland did not seem to be 
Satisfied with this. Whether or not she spoke 
of the matter to ber busband, I do not know.” 

It is not surprising that woman should ap- 
peal to woman under the circumstances that 
impeiled the discharged employé of the Agri- 
cultural Bureau to write that letter, but that a 
man should appeal to Mrs. Cleveland seems 
contrary to the eternal fitness of things. Yet 
this is a frequent occurrence. She has re- 
ceived several letters of appeal from weak- 
Kneed men who bave been dismissed from the 
Government service and who have not the 
courage to face the President or the depart- 
ment officials to make their complaints and 
seek reinstatement. It is hardly probable that 
Mrs.-Cleveland pays any attention to such un- 
manly letters. Still they continue to pour in,

M. de Freycinet is too 
busy to run in Nantes, and scores of other 
Senators and Deputies have some excuse. 
Paul Bert is again running for Lyons, and 
notifies France that be bas recovered from bis 
illness; but this is ill-naturediy ascribed to his 
anxiety toreturn from Tonquin and the fear 
that he is being crowded out of runniog in ne 
absence by Gen. Boulanger. 

Foreign affairs wear a threatening aspect. 
Whether Russian diplomacy bas taken account 
of Gen. Boulanger and discovered in him the 
right material fora pawu in her game or no 
the fact is that Gen. Frederics has matage 
suddenly to set ail French biood — in 
the veins with excitement over the idea that 
Russia wants a Frencd alliance. France 
bas been waiting al these years for 


a chance to establish friendship with a Power 


on the eastern side of Germany, and refuses 
to listen now to any evidence tending to shuw 
that she has not succeeded. Events do indeed 
seem to fit in with the notion that Russia is 
willimg. Everybody in Paris believes that 
Baron Courceli’s retirement from Berlin is to 
be matched by Count Munster’s departure 
from Paris, and that the diplomatic relations 
thus interrupted arein some way to provoke a 
rupture.

Lonpon, July 24.—After Capt. Foster had 
testified in the Crawford divorce case Sir 
Charles Dilke said to him: “ We will meet 
next week in Paris,’” ** Whenever you please, 
Foster replied caimly. 


Hobart Pasha’s Funeral. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 24.—The funeral of 
Hobart Pasba was conducted today with great 
pomp. The service was held in the English 
chureh. In the cortége were the members of 
the British Embassy and all the foreign diplo- 
mats, representatives of the Prince of Wales 
and the Sultan, and a guard of bonor composed 
of Turkish sailors. The funeral procession 
was witnessed by an immense concourse of 


people.

The German Socialists—Prospective Alli- 
ances—Notes from the Fatherland. 

BERLIN, J uly 24.—The trial of the Socialist 
Deputies—Bebdel, Stallmar, Viereck, Frohme. 
and others, will open at Freyberg, Saxony, 
Monday next. They are charged with daving 
organized a secret society whose aim is to im- 
pede the execution of the laws. The accused 
have already been tried before the Chemnitz 
tribunal and acquitted. Onan appeal by the 
Government the Supreme Court at Leipsic in- 
structed the court at Freyberg to retry the 
accused. The police of Leipsie will prohibit 
the Socialists recently expelled from visiting 
that city within six moaths. 

Political interest ceutres in the conference 
at Kissengea between Prince Bismarck and 
Count Kalnoky, the Austrian Prime Minister. 
Count Kainoky will return to Vienna tomor- 
row. The conference. it is thought, will cement 
the alliance between Germany and Austria, 
while it will tend toward a breach with Russia. 
Prince Bismarck is said to be desirous of 
closer relauons with England under a Con- 
servative Government. The Cologne Gazette, 
Bismarck’s organ, rejoices in Lord Balisbury’s 
restoration to office. and says it assures the 
peace of Europe. The St. Petersburg journals 
are discussing the probabilities of a coaliuon. 
between Austria, Germany, and England 
against Russia. 

The thirty-third general assembly of Ger- 
man Catholics opens at Breslau Aug. 27. The 
Bishop of Breslau will preside. The Catholic 
Deputies in the Reichstag and Landtag will 
attend the conference. The assembly will dis- 
cuss and vote on the demand for the reéstab- 


lishment of a Catholic section in the min- 


istry of worship, the abolition of the 
law - reserving to the State the right 
to appoint teachers in Catholic schools, and 
the aboliton of the ordinance subjecting Bish- 
ops to the taking of the civil oath; aiso, the 
abolition of the laws governing diocesan ap- 
pointments, interfering witb reiigicus orders, 
prohibiting jesuitical teachings, and granting 
power to exile priests suspected of being hos- 
tile to the State. The assembly will formulate 
a platform deciaring «he complete indepead- 
ence of the Catholic clergy. 

The failure of the Dortmund iron founder, 
B. Remy, aggravates the crisis in German iron 
industries. The Rheinish, Westphalian, and 
Silesian works are at a standstill. The disso- 
lution of the convention between German and 
English rail works is causing the English man- 
ufacturers to compete for railway contracts in 
Germany. Great alarm bas been occasioned 
by an English tender of steel rails for the 
Altona Railway, the price bid beating Krupp’s 
lowest order. 

The German Cabinet has forbidden Prussian 
officers betting with bookmakegs, riding borses 
owned by protessional borsemes, or guru 
in races unless in uniform. 


To Connect North America with Brazil. 

Loxpox, July 24.—The Managing Director 
of the Brazilian Submar.ne Telegraph Compa- 
ny bas addressed the following communication 
to the representatives of the press:

The 
recent expansion of the Indian trade, the de- 
partment says, is due to the increase of rail- 
ways and the reduction in rail ana sea freights.

the treaty with France by the granting of a 
concession to an English firm to establish a 
royal bank in Madagasgar, said the French 
Government has taken the matter under con- 
sideration and will neglect nothing necessary 
to protect French interests in Madagascar. 


Where the Rothschilds Failed. 

Loxpox, July 24.—The Manctester Canal 
loan has been withdrawn. Oaly 2.500. 000 of 
the £7,000,000 of stock issued was subscribed. 
This is the first loan the Kotnschilds have 
failed to float. The promoters of the scheme 
say that the collapse will not involve its 
abandonment, as a syndicate is ready to ad- 
vance the necessary capital, although at a 
heavy discount. 


Protecting Black Sea Ports. 
Lonpox, July 24.—Sebastopol and other 
Black Sea ports are now protected 
electric apparatus placed in the sea to 


hostile torpedo boats. The construcnon of 
the apparatus, which is the work of American 
engineers, has been kept secret.

He wishes 
to be connected with an abie, progressive, and 
live newspaper —one up with the times. With 
that end in view he addressed himself to the 
Item. We thank him for bis estimate. of this 
paper, for it is one which does credit to his 
judgment, and it is a point on which we are in 
thorough accord with nim. | 

He incloses testimonials ag to character, 
mental capacity, and accomplishments, though 
he admits that, as yet, be does not claim “to 
possess either the experience or the ability 
to edit a newspaper successfully.“ Mr. Gran- 
dy’s ambition is laudable, bis ** native capacity 
and education bably such as he repre- 
sents, and there is notbing in bis letter so far 
examined which would entitle bim to this public 
notice. But it is in the latter part of his com- 
munication that there is found food for com 
ment. He says: I am willing to make myseif 
generally useful—to begin at the bottom of the 
profession; to read proof or make clippings, 
or do anything of that «ind, if need be, confi- 
dent of ‘ability to finally work myself up 
to a posi more congenial to my tastes and 
more suitable to my education.”

The man who not only corrects printers’ 
mistakes, but finds punctuation, spelling.

touches to every column of the journal betore 
it goes to the eager iron jaws awaiting it in the 
press-room.

Good writers and brainy men 
are not so rare, but aman who will nose among

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


A Lady of Social and Political Experience 
Talks About the President and Mrs. Car- 
lisle. 

Washington Letter to New York World: I 
bave heard from an old and experienced mem- 
ber of Washington society some interesting 
gossip which has adirect bearing upon Mr. 
Cleveland’s aspirations for a secondterm. My 
informant is a lady of nearly as wide political 
as social experience. She said: “There may 
have been some doubt about Mr. Cleveland's 
wanting a second term before his marriage. I 
don't say as to that; butsince the marriage 
tne re is not a shadow of doubt. You see there 
ig no lady living who has ber health who can 
give up social power at Washington easily and 
without a struggle toretainit. If Mr. Mann- 
ing goes back into the Cabinet, it will be be- 
cause his charming wife, who was so popular 
in Washington, cannot endure retirement to 
the shades of private life at Albany. I know 
that Mr. Manning detests life at Washington, 
and has often regretted leaving his quiet and 
comfortable existence at Albany since he went 
into the Cabinet. 

But all this is away from my subject. Mr. 
Cleveland is jealous of Speaker Carlisle, Is 
not that a piece of news? He has learned since 
coming to Wasbington just how strong and 
popular Mr. Carlisle is.. He bears in all sorts 
of odd ways through which news travels in 
Washington society that the friends of Carlisle 
are very bopeful and confident that he will be 
the Presidential candidate in 1888. I dare say 
Mr. Carlisle, self-absorbed as heis, has not 
noted how the President has become jealous of 
the Speaker's popularity and strength, not 
only with hisown party but also with the op- 
posite; but I will venture the declaration that 
Mr. Cleveland’s peculiar frame of mind bas not 
escaped the sharp eyes of Mra, Carlisle. Of 
course she says nothing, but it would not re- 
guire very much social experience to know 
what she must think. Mrs. Carlisle under the 
Arthur Administration was the lady of the 
bighest social rank in Washington. Mr. Arthur 
recognized this, and in spite of the opposition 
of Mrs. Freylingbuysen rarely abated this rec- 
ognition. Mrs. Oarlisin is today by al! social 
precedence the lady third in rank at Washing- 
ton, yet she bas had less social acknowledgment 
of her superior position from the Democratic 
President thas from-aay one of the preceding 


Republican Administrations. Iam sure she | 


must fee: this. When the President was mar- 
ried his wedding was nota private one. He in- 
vited the members of his immediate official 
family. His inviting the Cabinet made it ab- 
solutely necessary if he did not want to dis- 
criminate toinyite the Chief Justice of the 
Supreme Court and the presiding officers of the 
two bouses of Congress. Ihave noticed that 
the Speaker bas not been graded ig the Pres- 
ident’s estimation, so far as social considera- 
tion is concerned, one jot above the rank of 
any other member. This may be a small thing 
for politicans to consider, but I think you will 
find that it will in the end do much to develop 
Mr. Carlisle by calling special attention to bim. 
I know from talks with Southern ladies that 
the South is ready to go to Carlisle almost toa 
man, if be is only taken up enough by the 
North to give them encouragement. 

I feel very confident from talks with Mr. Car- 
lisle upon the general topics of the day that he 
is not himself conscious of any feeling of the 
kind described by the social observer given in 
the paragraph above. Mr. Carlisle calis very 
frequentiy upon the President and consults 
with him upon every measure of interest and 
importance to the Administrauon.

This, however, he disadvised, He was_ still 
unwilling to be placed in open antagonism to 
the President, and, besides, thought it wise 
not to provoke him by public bomuliations or 
avoidable restrictions of his authority. He 
had therefore urged that the appointment of 
district commanders should be left with the 
President, and that the supervisory authority 
also should be committed to the Executive 
racher thanto the head of the army; for he 
believed that Congress could maintain a suf- 
ficient check upon any hostile action of the 
President. 
Johnson, however, at once made it certain 
that his claws had not been so closely pared 
but that he could stilt do serious mischief. 
Nevertheless, Grant remained averse to taking 
or advising any step which might aggravate 
the ditticulties of the situation.
